SXSW Is for Lovers 

Looking for clarity in the hate-intoxicated haze

(This is the first of two columns that will he devoted to SXSW 07. A much longer version of part one, 
below, will he posted online.) 


Oops! “Which of These Condos Is Not Like the 
Other?,” a photo sidebar of last week’s news feature 
“We Were the Urban Pioneers,” incorrectly identified a 
picture of a high-rise building under construction as the 
Spring Condominiums. Due to miscommunication between 
our writers and the photographer, the building was actually 
the Monarch condominiums at Fifth & West Avenue. 
Construction has not yet commenced at Spring, which 
will sit where the recently closed Tambaleo nightclub is 
at Third & Bowie. 

Also, the Chronicle didn’t attribute the concept art 
depicting each condominium’s interior. Each depiction 
came from the respective developers of the three projects 
- Spring, 360, and the 5 Fifty Five. The Chronicle regrets 
the omission. 



1) This may well be the most depress- 
ing, dispiriting “Page Two” I’ve ever written. 
Although it will be a sad and futile undertak- 
ing, I’m going to try to clarify some issues 
regarding South by Southwest in general 
and SXSW 07 in particular. Essentially, I am 
addressing the question of when I stopped 
beating my wife, if I have actually done so. 

Even worse, this is just part one; next week, 
there will be even more on SXSW After that, I 
promise not to bring up SXSW in this column 
again, at least for the rest of this year. 

2) Of no real consequence to so many is that 
SXSW 07 itself was extraordinary. Internally, 
SXSW staff and volunteers appeared to feel as 
though it went splendidly. Those attending 
SXSW events offered the kindest of compli- 
ments and the most enthusiastically appre- 
ciative comments. 

3) But the backlash against SXSW has been 
unusually vicious this year, especially on the 
Internet. The local daily continues its schizo- 
phrenic approach to SXSW There is no shot 
too cheap to take or accusation so baseless as 
to make it not worth repeating or accurately 
reporting. At the same time, the publication 
goes out of its way to co-opt SXSW 

Given the daily’s track record of opinion- 
ated reporting and unresearched editorial- 
izing, we cannot take their unprofessional 
assault personally. This is just the way they 
always are. 

The mostly incredibly vicious, vitriolic, 
and hateful local blog reactions were not 
surprising. As usual, SXSW itself was deemed 
evil and destructive, while directors and staff 
were accused of all kinds of corrupt activities 
and vile intentions and assigned the most 
base of motives. 

4) There are two major areas of discus- 
sion regarding SXSW 07 that raise legitimate 
concerns (keeping in mind that “concerns” 
and “damning, vicious assumptions” are by 
no means the same thing). The city waived 


$90,000 in fees for SXSW 07, and since I 
have recently written about how the city has 
not given SXSW financial support, I have to 
address this issue. 

The other area of concern is that a number 
of non-SXSW parties were shut down during 
the Festival, and many blame SXSW for this. 
They insist that SXSW specifically targeted 
certain parties, which they had the fire mar- 
shals close down. 

These accusations not only made the 
backlash more public than usual, but were 
taken as a license - especially by the most 
hate-intoxicated, self-righteously enraged 
bloggers - that anything they felt like saying 
about SXSW could and should be posted. 
Many felt they had the right to state any 
charge against SXSW that came their way 
- not as a possibility and/or an accusation, 
but as an undeniable truth. Although these 
charges were sometimes rather disingenu- 
ously framed as “questions,” they almost 
always were in actuality offered as state- 
ments of absolute fact. 

5) There also were many posts actively 
supporting and/or defending SXSW Others 
claimed no special affection for SXSW but 
still found the assault and accusations dis- 
honest and distasteful (the good news is that, 
regardless of the bloggers’ positions, most of 
them acknowledged that in any case I am a 
complete and total asshole). 

6) This column is not for the naysayers, the 
haters, and the outraged. It is for SXSW staff, 
volunteers, and registrants, as well as to all 
those thousands throughout the community 
who aided, participated in, followed, and/or 
enjoyed SXSW It is also for the vast majority 
of our readers, who probably don’t really care 
that much. Still, the implied contract between 
those of us who produce The Austin Chronicle 
and our constituents (readers, advertisers, 
etc.) is that we will be as honest, fair, and 
forthcoming as we can be. 


7) SXSW and city managers and staff stay 
in contact all year. Specifically focused meet- 
ings begin many months out in order to make 
sure the event goes smoothly and safely for 
all. Making sure that SXSW and the city are all 
working together and are in sync is Carlyne 
Majer, SXSW’s official liaison with the city. 
This has allowed those in charge of city ser- 
vices to realize that we are as concerned with 
safety and people’s well-being as they are, are 
determined to work with them, and are not 
scheming as to how to dodge regulations or 
ignore ordinances. 

This year, we explored the idea of extensive 
Downtown street closures as being the saf- 
est way to host SXSW, as well as making the 
most logistical sense. This involved pie-in- 
the-sky dreaming about what could be done, 
accompanied by detailed considerations of 
how it would work. These closures and con- 
siderations would in no way generate any 
additional income for SXS^ but rather were 
undertaken to improve the public’s safety and 
access, as well as to facilitate the movement of 
tons of equipment and supplies in and out of 
the area each day by bands, venues, and other 
Downtown businesses. 

As this planning progressed, SXSW began 
to get a realistic idea of the costs. They were 
high and rising, so we told the city that per- 
haps we should go with the status-quo plans 
that had been in place in past years. 

The city came back to us, saying that safety 
was important and that they would waive the 
fees. We happily agreed. 

Although SXSW has been bringing in mil- 
lions and millions of dollars to Austin for 
more than two decades, this was the first 
significant financial contribution by the city 
to SXSW The value to the city of citizens’ and 


visitors’ well-being, safety, and happiness, as 
well as the resulting impression of Austin that 
is generated, should be obvious. It is worth 
noting that $15,000 of the waivers involved 
fees for the rental of barriers that the city 
already owns. 

Certainly, there are those who still dispute 
or dislike the waivers - some because of 
ongoing beliefs and/or concerns about the 
city budgets, others because they hate SXSW 
or the Chronicle or the city or me, personally. 
But none of this money ended up in SXSW 
coffers; it went toward public safety. Some 
will argue that, of course, it benefited SXSW, 
because otherwise we would have had to 
pay it. Except that we were willing to under- 
take a much less ambitious - but still solid, 
approved, and workable - safety plan. 

Now, in that discussion there are a number 
of reasonable, if opposing, points of view. But 
this one action was quickly projected into a 
series of assertions and statements against 
SXSW that are not true. 

SXSW spent more than $26,000 hir- 
ing extra cops for security that supported 
the closure. 

SXSW had 25 venues (out of 70 SXSW 
venues) inside the street closures. Many 
other bars and restaurants also enjoyed a 
safer atmosphere. 

The waiver affected only this new safety 
plan and did not have anything to do with 
most of the fees SXSW pays. More than 
$200,000 will go to the city for Convention 
Center rental and services, parks rentals, 
other street closures, and police security. 

8) The Fire Department had a list that 
SXSW gave them that contained every official 
SXSW event and venue. They get this list

every year to make sure all our locations have 
the proper permits and inspections. 

SXSW also gave them a list of parties and 
venues of about 80 non-SXSW events - the 
same ones that were widely advertised and 
reported on blogs, in the Chronicle, and in the 
Statesman. None of the events on this list was 
highlighted or singled out in any way 

The Statesman reported the Fire Department 
also had a third list, made up of complaints 
from neighbors and other businesses. 

There has long been a general assump- 
tion on the part of venue owners and those 
who throw their own parties during SXSW 
that the fire marshals focus their visits 
primarily on official SXSW events. I don’t 
know whether this is true or not. I do know 
that some non-SXSW parties assume this, 
so consequently many non-SXSW venues 
are dangerously overcrowded and/or com- 
pletely disorganized. 

SXSW makes sure that the venues offi- 
cially used are up to code, meet safety 
standards, and have gotten all the right 
permits. This isn’t a gift or based on 
special knowledge. Again and again, we 
check with the city and, especially, the Fire 
Department to make sure these spaces are 
safe and in compliance. During the event, 
fire marshals, police, TABC, and building 
inspectors regularly and often visit SXSW 
venues and parties. On many occasions 


over the years, SXSW venues have been 
ticketed and/or emptied and/or earned the 
fire marshals’ intervention. 

All SXSW asked was that exactly the same 
kinds of standards and inspections be applied 
to all events going on in the city, including 
SXSW and non-SXSW events. This is not the 
first year we have made such a request. This 
is all about safety concerns. 

SXSW has no ability to get the fire mar- 
shals to close a party. None. Nor would we 
try. The Fire Department, Police Department, 
TABC, and other city and state service orga- 
nizations would react with extreme hostility 
if we even tried. 

The fire marshals chose the venues they 
visited. If they find no safety and/or crowding 
problems, that the correct permits have been 
obtained, and overall the venues they visit are 
in compliance, they do nothing. This is true 
of SXSW and non-SXSW events. 

If the venue has crowding problems, 
doesn’t have the correct permits, and/or is 
not in compliance with the standard safety 
rules, then they act. Again, it makes no differ- 
ence whether the venues are or are not part 
of SXSW 

During SXSW 07, fire marshals visited 
many, if not most, SXSW events, as they 
always have done. SXSW venues are not 
exempt. They do not show up “with the 
intention of shutting them down.” They are 


probably much happier when a venue is 
in compliance, because that makes every- 
thing easier. 

I don’t care what anyone says; no event 
was shut down because SXSW requested 
it. The fire marshals work for the city, but 
their real, concerned focus is on safety, not 
politics. Fire marshals and police are often 
at SXSW events - not poking around, but 
checking up in order to protect public safety. 
That is their job, their mission, and their 
only goal. 

9) Among the many posts attacking SXSW 
was one that asserted there were “well-docu- 
mented efforts on their behalf to shut down 
private parties and alternative SXSW events 
. . . carried out by the fire marshal as far back 
as 1994.” 

In response, SXSW co-director and 
Chronicle publisher Nick Barbaro offered: 
“That’s a pretty bald accusation, not backed 
up by any facts, and not true. I honestly 
don’t believe there have been any such 
efforts. The 1994 reference is ludicrous, and 
‘well-documented’ is dishonest rhetoric, 
and it’s hard to see it as anything but mali- 
cious. And I would turn the last sentence 
around onto you: This letter seems a clear 
effort to fan conspiracy theories, and to 
avoid open communication.” 

Yes, there will be even more next week. ■

Frustrated and Disappointed 
by Cover Story 

Dear Chronicle editors, 

As a Downtown resident, I was frustrated by 
your recent cover article “We Were the Urban 
Pioneers" [News, March 23]. Your premise was 
to understand who are the “urban pioneers" 
moving into Downtown but, in a glaring oversight, 
failed to talk to any. Instead we are provided 
with two reporters who mockingly dress up as 
stereotyped residents and then proceed to cast 
judgment on this, my neighborhood, all the while 
holding themselves up as the ideal occupants. 

Surely you did not waste all of this ink to make 
fun of the pitches of salespeople, which is a trite 
exercise. It also couldn’t have been to under- 
stand Downtown residents because you didn't 
talk to any. So why then did you write this article 
and put it on your cover? If I am left to guess 
that this article was designed solely to protest 
the types of residents moving in Downtown - an 
attitude that may well have stemmed from good 
intentions but is sadly deprived of perspective. 

My immediate neighbors are a secretary, 
a retiree, a small-business owner, a military 
serviceman, and a schoolteacher couple with a 


small child. None of us are wealthy, most of us 
contribute to the creative life of this city, and all 
of us are proud Downtowners. Ido not recognize 
your “Burton'’ and “Shanti" characters but would 
argue that, were they to exist, they should have 
an equal right to live in this neighborhood free of 
prejudice or parody just as anyone else. 

Downtown has not been called home by “art- 
ists, musicians, and slackers" as your article 
suggests or really too much of anyone for the 
past 25 years. That in large part has been the 
problem, and now that people are finally moving 
here and are trying to improve their community, 
your publication complains that those individu- 
als are not sufficiently like yourselves. 

Affordable housing remains an ongoing con- 
cern, but an attack on this neighborhood is 
misdirected when there are numerous other 
areas that are far behind Downtown in both 
acknowledgment and action on this issue. 

Lastly, your article failed to mention how all 
of those who visit, work, and play in Downtown 
benefit from having 24-hour residents here. 
You made no mention of how the presence of 
residents attracts new retail and services that 
make the area safer and more vibrant; no acre- 
age equivalent to what 25,000 residents would 


consume in suburban sprawl nor what it would 
cost in utilities or roadways. 

In the end, l am left to conclude that your 
article was a disservice to both your readers and 
to this city.

Your News item on the Sudan divestment 
effort ['"Retiring Our Investment in Darfur” News, 
March 23] may have left readers with the false

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impression that there would be a “financial hit” 
to Texas state pension funds as a result of the 
divestment legislation. 

When the Pension Fund managers withdraw 
the problematic investments, they are not going 
to put the funds under a mattress. They will rein- 
vest the money in other profitable companies. 
It's a false notion that companies that support 
genocide are more profitable than those that 
don't. In fact, quite the opposite may be true. 
For example, the Texas employee and teacher 
retirement pension funds have more than $30 
million invested in PetroChina, one of the most 
egregious offending companies. One has to won- 
der why we have so much invested in a company 
whose stock is down 19% this year. 

The number of foreign companies propping 
up the genocidal Sudanese regime is relatively 
limited. While there are more than 500 multina- 
tionals operating in Sudan, only a few dozen play 
a truiy detrimental role in the country. 

Senate Bill 247, which passed the Texas 
Senate last week 29-0, surgically targets those 
few dozen companies. The bill is now pend- 
ing before the House Pensions & Investment 
Committee. 

Over the course of the last few months, 
Texans have been horrified to learn that their 
money is indirectly aiding the genocide. We must 
act now to end this tragedy. 

Hopefully, Texas will join the other seven 
states that have already passed this legislation 
and continue to serve as a role model to the 
world. When we say “never again,” we truly mean 
“never again.”

NAKED CITY 


Thanks to a string of recent deluges, the Barton 
Springs/Edwards Aquifer Conservation District voted 
last week to remove the aquifer’s Alarm Stage Drought 
status and declare a No Drought condition. Critical 
Stage drought, the most serious groundwater shortage 
level, was declared last September for the first time in 
the BS/EACD’s 20-year history; it was downgraded to 
Alarm Stage in January. Though monitoring wells now 
show levels more than a foot above Alarm Stage lev- 
els, the BS/EACD cautions that the aquifer still 
remains well below its long-term average water level. 
The district’s water-conservation period extends from 
May to September, and folks are urged to voluntarily 
conserve and to hold off on trying to re-establish lost 
vegetation with heavy watering. Automatic sprinkler 
owners are asked to monitor and maintain their sys- 
tems and to only water when necessary. Find drought 
updates and conservation tips at www.bseacd.org.

KLBJ-FM rock icon Johnny Walker was officially canned 
last week, as part of a companywide shake-up in the local 


offices of Emmis Communications. Emmis also dumped 
Hot 93.3 part-time nighttime co-host “Austin” and KLBJ-FM 
program assistant and on-air personality “A.D.” The moves 
follow a management reconfiguration at the local station 
group, including a new operations manager and program 
director. “We’re having to redeploy some resources” as the 
company looks to expands its Web content and other for- 
mats, said group general manager Scott Gillmore. Walker, 
who used to be routinely voted one of the top radio per- 
sonalities in the Chronicle’s annual Austin Music Awards, 
lost his full-time afternoon job in 2004. He was switched to 
part-time and was heard on tape on weekday evenings. 
“Frankly, nights were not performing well for us on KLBJ- 
FM,” Gillmore said. - Kevin Brass 

Travis Co. commissioners unanimously approved partici- 
pation in a 20-year tax-increment finance district for 
the Waller Creek tunnel project on Tuesday. The 
county’s participation will be half of any incremental 
increases in tax revenue. The only opposition came 
from neighborhood activist Jeff Jack, who suggested 
that landowners should pay for their own improvements 
in order to preserve tax dollars. Council must still 
approve the deal, which is considered a foregone con- 
clusion at this point. An interlocal agreement should be 
signed in about six weeks. - Kimberly Reeves 

The Historic Landmark Commission heard the case of the 
demolition of Kilian Hall on the Concordia University 
campus on Monday night, a rather curious fact, given 
that council approved new zoning for a major high-rise 
multiuse development on the site hours earlier. The two- 
story Spanish Colonial Kilian Hall was the original building 
on campus, and the university intends to take pieces of it 
to its new location in far North Austin. The commission, 
seeing the writing on the wall, reluctantly agreed to the 
demolition permit on the building.

One Step 
Forward 

To leave Iraq is a 
political journey

As of Tuesday, the U.S. Congress is on record 
as requiring the end of the U.S. war on Iraq. 

That’s not the phrasing they used, of course, 
and the two bills passed this week and last out 
of the House and Senate will need to be recon- 
ciled in conference, but the imposition of a 
withdrawal timetable by both houses - to 
much surprise, especially in the Senate - means 
that the terms of the debate have changed, and 
we’re no longer fighting the Bush administra- 
tion on whether to end the war - just when. 

To those who have opposed the war from the 
very beginning - when the first lies of Iraqi 
culpability for 9/11 were vomited into the pub- 
lic air, for the express purpose of promoting an 
illegal invasion - it may not seem like much of 
a victory. Because the timetable is attached to a 
supplemental military appropriations bill, there 
have been plenty of activists shouting, 
“Betrayal!” and charging that the Democrats - 
who owe their majority in large part to the 
voters’ revulsion against this brutal and unend- 
ing conflict - have “bought the war.” The left 
blogosphere (and to a lesser extent, my e-mail) 
is currently rife with such recriminations, 
claiming that despite Democratic leadership 
“spin” to the contrary, this is a vote to continue 
the war, and the only honest vote would be to 
oppose any and all additional military funding. 

Oddly enough, those who fully support 
Bush’s war do not share that opinion. Bush 
himself promises a veto, and his congressional 
supporters understood the stakes. This bill 
“would be the bugle of retreat,” grimly declared 
Virginia Republican Sen. John Warner. “It 
would be echoed and repeated from every 
minaret through Iraq: The coalition forces have 
decided to take the first step backward. We 
cannot send that message. Not at this time.” 

Well, consider the message sent - and the 
step backward taken. (For the record, of course, 
the “coalition” forces have been steadily back- 
pedaling for some time.) 

War Without End 

In the end, it was virtually a party-line vote, 
with only 14 House Democrats (eight of those 
supporters of the war) opposing the bill, allow- 
ing a narrow (218-212) victory to House 
Speaker Nancy Pelosi and Pennsylvania spon- 
sor Jack Murtha (the Senate vote was 50-48). 
Austin Rep. Lloyd Doggett was one of the very 
last of the Out of Iraq Caucus (some 70 or so 
members) to vote aye, and afterward he wasn’t 
shy about expressing his doubts. “It was a close 
question,” he told me. “I had to decide wheth- 
er it would be better to be the seventh Out of 
Iraq member to vote no - whether there isn’t 
more value in taking a modest step forward to

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end the war or whether to join the Republicans in 
voting for endless war, with no restrictions on the 
president.” In this Congress, in these circumstances, 
the latter was the real choice - not, alas, between 
“war” and “peace.” 

Doggett said he had “anguished over this vote 
more than any other in my 13 years in office,” adding, 
“I understand some people may not understand that 
and may not agree with it, but that’s the reason you

get elected, to make those kinds of decisions. ... 
Anybody who’s not happy with it, who’s a friend of 
mine, simply wants to achieve the same goals, but 
wants to achieve them faster.” He said the caucus, led 
by California’s Maxine Waters, had worked for days 
to make the bill stronger - indeed was responsible for 
imposing the timetable - but Doggett says they 
finally couldn’t move any more votes for stronger 
language and had to take what they could get. “It’s 
remarkable to get some of the people in our 
[Democratic] caucus - who have never voted any- 
thing against the war until the [recent] nonbinding 
resolution - to commit to a timeline.” 

In the wake of the vote, Waters and California col- 
leagues Barbara Lee, Lynn Woolsey, and a few others 
have been lavished with praise for “standing fast.” 
Fine. But by direct reports, the actual truth is that 
Waters and the others voted against the bill while 
releasing other anti-war colleagues to vote aye, fully 
understanding that if the bill were finally defeated, it 
would undermine all their work to strengthen it. The 
subsequent, much more unexpected vote in the Senate, 
is ample testimony to the success of that effort. 

End the War 

Does this bill “end the war”? Of course not. It 
heads for a White House confrontation and likely veto 


from Bush and then more weeks of arm-twisting - and 
continuing public as well as congressional pressure. 
That’s how all legislation - any legislation - works. 
Doggett noted wryly, “This is not going to be the last 
vote on the supplemental,” and vowed to keep push- 
ing for “shorter timetables and stronger guarantees.” 
That’s his job. The job for citizens remains rather dif- 
ferent - to keep the pressure on to end this illegal and 
immoral war as soon as humanly possible. 



In an impassioned denunciation of the bill (posted 
by The Progressive), historian Howard Zinn reminds 
us of the distinction between “politicians and citi- 
zens” and, in this case, between politicians and the 
anti-war movement. “When a social movement 
adopts the compromises of legislators,” Zinn writes, 
“it has forgotten its role, which is to push and chal- 
lenge the politicians, not to fall in meekly behind 
them.” I don’t concur with all of Zinn’s moral absolut- 
ism, but whatever you think of this particular com- 
promise, it hasn’t changed that inevitable dialectic. 

In the immediate aftermath, perhaps the frankest 
statement of the current situation was that of Sen. 
Chuck Hagel, the Nebraska Republican who once 
stalwartly supported this godforsaken war. “There 
will not be a military solution to Iraq,” Hagel told the 
Senate. “Iraq belongs to the 25 million Iraqis who live 
there. It doesn’t belong to the United States. Iraq is 
not a prize to be won or lost.” 

Amen. ■ 


BESIDE THE POINT 

Three-Part (Dis) Harmony?

According to many armchair numerologists, evil comes in triplicate: Take City 
Council’s three-fer meetings in the Concordia zoning saga. Developers East 
Avenue IG seek to transform the property which currently houses the sleepy, pri- 
vate Concordia University into what they call a miniature Downtown, and sur- 
rounding residents were rightfully concerned about the prospect of increased 
density and traffic. We’ve heard of negotiations going down to the wire, but this 
one hurtled toward it, tripped, and fell forward half a week. 

East Avenue, represented by Austin’s answer to Snidely Whiplash, real estate 
attorney Richard Suttle of Armbrust & Brown, hammered out last-second chang- 
es with the Hancock Neighborhood Association just minutes before the third 
and final zoning hearing at Thursday’s council meeting. Requiring more attention 
than a cursory BlackBerry scroll, council took the rare step of recessing its meet- 
ing until 1:30pm the following day, Friday, with the hope that all would be ironed 
out. But the wrinkles wouldn’t come out in the wash - after Friday’s hour and a 
half of questions and testimony, it was apparent HNA wasn’t yet comfortable 
with what East Avenue proposed in exchange for its desired PUD zoning. (PUD, or 
Planned Unit Development zoning, was - at least until the Concordia contro- 
versy - the preferred process for large-scale projects.) So the gang returned 
again, Monday (in a barely there quorum of five) to enact the PUD into posterity. 

Katherine Gregor covers the push-and-pull more extensively today in 
“Developing Stories” (p.28): how, after a tortured series of starts and stops, the 
ultimate negotiation model at Concordia - facilitation by a third party, in this 
case Downtown master-planners ROMA Design Group - may become the “best 
practices” standard for future PUD planning. But that’s only after dragging the 
neighbors through hell - initially bereft of any resources, the working families of 
the neighborhood were expected to learn the arcane ins and outs of floor-to-area 
ratios and parkland dedication and negotiate private covenants with pros like 
Suttle. Hancock reps told council that one neighbor became so involved in the 
project he lost his job. 

Noting the fight the neighbors were thrust into, Brewster McCracken said 
“our PUD process is broken ... our current way of doing business is broken if we 
don’t want to have a city that looks like California with a $400,000 housing aver- 
age.” (You always know what talking point McCracken has just acquired, 
because, like kids with shiny new curse words, he’ll repeat it incessantly. Here 
entered the $400,000 entry into the Cali market - frightening, but judging from 
the affordability grumbles at East Avenue, all too possible.) With that, he prom- 
ised a more formalized PUD process he and Mike Martinez are bringing for- 
ward; similarly, Sheryl Cole trumpeted the parkland dedication process for 
developers she has in the pipeline. The city shouldn’t wait to pass these mea- 
sures, along with the most important guideline - the affordable-housing task 
force recommendations, completing the triptych. 

Martinez also announced formalizing the PUD process Thursday morning - of 
late, council has converted the opening minutes of each week’s meeting into 
show and tell, when everyone on the dais trots out his or her latest endeavor. 
Aside from the PUD program and Cole’s parkland program, Jennifer Kim dis- 
cussed her recycling program for compact fluorescent bulbs - the city is 
encouraging use of the energy-efficient lights, but because they contain mercury, 
they must be properly disposed of. In other conservation news, Lee Leffingwell 
promised to present his water conservation task force findings next month. 

But nothing this week - council won’t return until April 5. After three meetings in 
five days, they deserve a break. - Wells Dunbar 
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clinics; the district would continue to act as fiscal agent. This will continue an 
arm’s length relationship with specific health-care operations, which will let 
the board continue to focus on health-care policy, said board Chair Clarke 
Heidrick. The plan requires federal approval. - K.R. 

Austin Police say 50-year-old David Lozano is being charged with attempted 
capital murder for shooting at Roger Boudreau, a four-year veteran APD offi- 
cer, during a response to a family-disturbance police call just after midnight 
on March 21. As Boudreau approached the front door of a house at 1205 
Silverton Court in Northeast Austin, police say he could hear a “verbal distur- 
bance” inside; when he knocked on the door, he heard what he believed was 
“a round being chambered into a gun” as Lozano approached the door from 
inside. Lozano opened the door and opened fire on Boudreau, according to a 
department press release, missing the officer who took cover and fired back, 
striking Lozano. Lozano went back inside the house but later surrendered and 
was taken to Brackenridge Hospital, where he was charged with Boudreau’s 
attempted murder, a first-degree felony. Unless Lozano can post a $300,000 
bail, he’ll go to jail upon release from the hospital. - Jordan Smith 

Also, it was just after 10:30pm on March 22 when Travis County Sheriff’s Office 
deputies at the Precinct 4 substation in Southeast Travis Co. heard gunshots. 
As it turned out, the shots were coming from a car driven by 22-year-old Jose 
Roberto Vallejo, who was passing by the substation. Vallejo took off when the 
deputies came outside. He sped down FM 812 with the deputies in pursuit - 
running into a TCSO patrol car at one point, forcing it off the road, damaging it, 
and sending Deputy Demetrio Medina to the hospital with minor injuries. 

Vallejo, driving at speeds of up to 100 mph, turned onto Highway 21 West into 
Bastrop Co., where he finally pulled over, got out of the car, and started shoot- 
ing at the two deputies still in pursuit - David Carroll and Juan Arispe. They 
returned fire, striking and killing Vallejo, who was pronounced dead at the 
scene. Sheriff Greg Hamilton has asked the Texas Rangers to lead the investi- 
gation into the circumstances surrounding the shooting, which is pending. 
Meanwhile, TCSO’s Internal Affairs Unit is also investigating the case; when the 
two investigations are complete, the case will be presented to a Bastrop Co. 
grand jury for review. Carroll and Arispe have been placed on “administrative 
duties” pending the outcome of the investigation. -J.S. 

Those grand arbiters of the universe at Men’s Journal have named Austin one 
of the Top 5 places in the country to “embrace urban life.” According to the 
Journal, “There are always two versions of the city jostling for position. ... The 
older version is the friendly, funky college town that’s long been a countercul- 
tural capital (think Matthew McConaughey). Then there’s the newer, glossier 
version full of high-energy overachievers (Lance Armstrong).” Damned if you 
do ... continues the publication, “The good news is that this cultural clash 
has created a vibrant setting alongside the banks of Town Lake.” Yeah, espe- 
cially at the Planning Commission. - Wells Dunbar 

The Austin Independent School District is holding a Downtown art 
exhibit featuring work from each of its 107 schools. “Our Schools Through 
Our Eyes” features artwork representing each AISD campus. The event is 
part of the district’s celebration of its 125th anniversary and is intended to 
raise awareness of the history of Austin’s schools and the contributions 
they’ve made to the city. The exhibit is at the Scarbrough Building at 101 W. 
Sixth and will remain on display until April 15. - Michael May 

In other AISD news, Pillow Elementary in North Central Austin was one of 
seven schools across the country to get the 2007 Excellence in Education 
Award, given by the National Center for Urban School Transformation at San 
Diego State University. The award is given to successful schools where a 
majority of the students come from low-income families. At Pillow, 64% of its 
500 students are low income, 70% are Latino or African-American, and 33% 
are learning English as a second language. The schools were judged by a 
number of on-site visits, as well as on attendance rates, the number of stu- 
dent suspensions, test scores, and other factors. “Their sustained work over 
the past several years has proved that all children can succeed at high lev- 
els,” said Superintendent Pat Forgione of Pillow. - M.M. 

Austin’s Yellow Bike Project held the grand opening last Saturday for its 
newest bike shop, located at Treasure City Thrift, 1720 E. 12th. In conjunction 
with the Austin Cycling Association, YBP presented 35 neighborhood youths, 
including kids from nearby Blackshear Elementary, with bikes donated and 
overhauled through the REI-grant-funded Bikes to Schools program. The new 
shop is equipped for minor repairs like replacing brake cables, fixing flats, and 
greasing bearings, says YBP Complete overhauls and multiday projects 
are better accommodated at YBP’s Main Shop at 2012 E. 51st. The Treasure 
City space is similar to the former satellite shop located behind Wheatsville 
Co-op, which closed earlier this year to make way for the Co-op’s planned 
expansion.

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


With less than a month until federal taxes are due, here’s one question you 
need to ask yourself: Are you getting back as much money as you could (or 
should)? According to IRS spokeswoman Lea Crusberg, only about 65% of 
Texans who have filed their returns filled out a form requesting the so-called 
Telephone Excise Tax Refund - a pot of nearly $13 billion in one-time 
refund money available for more than 159 million Americans. Here’s the 
scoop: The excise tax was instituted in 1898 on long-distance phone service - 
in essence it was a tax on only the very wealthy, since those were the only 
folks who could afford phone service. As the information age dawned, the 
excise tax remained, until May 2006, when the U.S. Treasury Department final- 
ly conceded that the tax was antiquated and should be - pardon the T-Man 
pun - “disconnected” (and, Treasury Secretary John Snow continued in a 
press release, “permanently put on the ‘do not call list”'). So the feds are try- 
ing to give all that money back this tax season - well, at least three years’ 
worth of it, since the statute of limitations only goes back that far. People who 
carried long-distance service between Feb. 28, 2003 and Aug. 1, 2006 are eli- 
gible to apply for the refund - even people who, because of income level, don’t 
legally have to file income tax. See www.irs.gov/newsroom for more info. - J.S. 

Big Bend-area residents are up in arms over Texas Department of 
Transportation’s proposed La Entrada al Pacifico trade corridor, a route 
connecting 18-wheeler traffic from the emerging Mexican Pacific port of 
Topolobampo (an outlet for Asian-made products) with a distribution center in 
Midland-Odessa - which would exponentially increase Mexican big-rig traffic 
directly through the sleepy far West Texas towns of Alpine and Marfa ( The 
New York Times reported estimates of more than 1,400 trucks by 2020, com- 
pared to 49 today). La Entrada was first given conceptual approval in 1997 
by then-guv W. The Midland-Odessa Transportation Alliance is now backing 
the corridor, though TxDOT officials insist the project is far from a done deal; 
a feasibility study is expected in a year. Fearing damage to the region’s thriv- 
ing tourism and comparatively pristine air quality, virtually all 350 attendees 
at a March 20 meeting in Alpine reportedly opposed the project. “We own a 
precious natural resource that is becoming more and more valuable: peace 
and quiet,” Don Dowdey, chairman of the Big Bend Regional Sierra Club was 
quoted as saying. The Alpine City Council passed a resolution urging TxDOT 
to upgrade the nearby South Orient Railroad - seen as a more logical, energy 
conscious, and less-polluting option by many, including the Sierra Club - to 
carry the freight nonstop from the border to Midland-Odessa. Dowdey told 
TxDOT, “You’re not the Texas department of roads.” - D.M. 

March 22 marked the 35th anniversary of the National Commission on Mari- 
huana and Drug Abuse’s famed report, “Marihuana: A Signal of Misunder- 
standing,” which concluded that marijuana use and distribution, in large 
part, should be made legal. The report was the product of the Shafer Com- 
mission - named after its chair, Pennsylvania Gov. Raymond Shafer - whose 
members were appointed by then-President Richard Nixon. Nixon refused to 
even read the report, which concluded that “neither the marijuana user nor 
the drug itself can be said to constitute a danger to public safety” - not 
exactly the kind of message that helps ramp up a federally funded war on 
dope. (Still, Nixon’s response was not unlike that of his contemporaries, who 
love ignoring science and other considered opinions concluding that drug pro- 
hibition is a flop.) Read the entire report online at www.druglibrary.org/schaffer/

A gay version of March Madness hit Mexico City this month as same-sex 
partners began taking advantage of a new law allowing civil unions in the 
country’s capital. As a fitting tribute to their new legal recognition, two law- 
yers became the first couple to tie the knot in a small City Hall ceremony 
March 16, according to Reuters. City leaders approved the civil-union law in 
November, causing heads to spin within the hierarchy of the Catholic Church. 
Mexico is one of the largest Catholic countries in the world. Church officials 
have denounced the new liberalism in Mexico City government, calling the 
trend “Hitlerian” and warning Catholics not to vote for the liberal Party of the 
Democratic Revolution, Reuters reported. A spokesman for the Mexico City 
archdiocese told the news service, “A Catholic who votes for one of these 
[politicians] has a huge lack of values.” - Amy Smith 

Also, Mexico’s highest-ranking rights official recently told the country’s Senate 
Commission on Human Rights, “The Mexican government was an accomplice 
in the killing of 20 people in last year’s conflict in the tourist city of 
Oaxaca and permitted torture and illegal arrests,” reports Reuters. Jose Luis 
Soberanes, head of Mexico’s National Human Rights Commission, said in 
presenting the report to the commission on March 15, “‘Authorities and pub- 
lic officials ... either by action or omission caused rights violations,’ including 
the right to life of 20 people.” During an approximate six months of turmoil, a 
combination of striking teachers, indigenous groups, students, and leftists 
was demanding the resignation of Gov. Ulises Ruiz, saying his 2004 election 
was fraudulent and that his government consistently retaliated against dis- 
senters. “[Pjolice used excessive force, threats, illegal arrests and torture to 
take back the city from protesters and blamed the government for badly man- 
aging the crisis,” Soberanes said. He also said the protesters “exceeded 
their right to legitimate protest in some cases,” and “warned the conflict had 
not been resolved and could flare up again.” For ongoing Oaxaca coverage, 
see www.narconews.com; for past Chronicle reporting, see “Oaxaca Turmoil 
Touches Austin,” Dec. 8, 2006.

ON THE LEGE 

Budget Rollout 

BY AMY SMITH 

The House today (Thursday) begins the gnarly process of 
debating a $150.1 billion spending plan designed to keep 
the state in functional order (relatively speaking) for the next 
two years. House members have filed more than 200 amend- 
ments they hope to tack on to House Bill 1, carried this year 
by Appropriations Chair Warren Chisum. The veteran rep is 
serving his first term leading the budget charge, making the 
affable elfin Republican from the Panhandle the second most 
powerful leader in the House. Early this week, Chisum was 
already certain of one thing - that lawmakers filed only some 
200 amendments - down from about 500 in 2005 - meaning 
he won’t have to break as many hearts in the killing process. 

At first glance, the spending proposal looks to be every- 
thing the budget writers say it is - a fine specimen of a bud- 
get that will add more money for education, beef up border 
security, shore up health and human services and the hob- 
bled parks system, and put Texas on the road to a cleaner, 
brighter future (see box). But ask the direct stakeholders in 
each of those funding areas what they think of the budget, 
and some variation of the word “disappointed” is bound to 
crop up again and again. 

Rest assured the Democrats are with them on that one. The 
budget ruckus got an early start last week, with the adoption 
of a rule aimed at preventing Dems from putting more money 
into traditionally underfunded areas such as education and

health care. Simply put, the spending can’t exceed $150.1 bil- 
lion, so if more money is slipped into one program, the dollars 
have to be siphoned out of another program. The same rule 
has applied in past sessions, but economic times were harder 
then. With the state a little more flush with cash, Democrats 
argue, now would be a good time to prop up schools and 
social services. 

The budget leaders have other plans, which include leaving 
$8.5 billion unallocated, about half of which will get tucked 
into the Rainy Day Fund. If the less-government people 
have their way, and if the Republican leadership follows 
through on a campaign promise, homeowners could see 
another property-tax cut in 2009. The House has already 
passed a spending bill to pay for the $14.2 billion in tax 
cuts that lawmakers approved last year as an answer to fix- 
ing the school finance crisis. 

Of course, it wasn’t really a “fix” but a short-term solution 
to meeting a court deadline. Educators and their advocates

are sharply critical of the $2.4 billion plan 
for funding public ed from kindergarten 
through 12th grade. While it may be a nearly 
9% increase in dollars, a good chunk of the 
additional money is for enrollment growth. 

Rep. Lois Kolkhorst, R-Brenham, who chairs 
an Appropriations subcommittee on education, 
cautioned that it’s too soon to cast stones on 
a work that’s still in progress. And she’s 
pleased with how it’s shaping up. “So far, it’s 
the strongest budget I’ve seen in years in 
terms of education funding,” she said. “Of 
course, there’s always room for improvement.” 
On that score, education advocates - the 
ones who rally for respectable funding - are 
not terribly optimistic that lawmakers will free 
up more money for the cause. Ted Melina 
Raab, a lobbyist for the Texas Federation of 
Teachers, said there would be $600 million 
readily available - if lawmakers would just 
end their fixation with “performance incen- 
tive” bonuses. But the leadership’s prefer- 
ence is to leave the incentive-pay program - 
and the nearly $600 million to fund it - just 
the way it is. 

All in all, Raab says, the school-budget proposal doesn’t 
measure up to the education promises that legislators made 
on the 2006 campaign trail. “The various funding decisions the 
Legislature has already made [the $14.2 billion in property tax 
cuts, for example] reflect a lack of attention to education as 
the high priority that most Texans understand that it is,” he 
said. Also, the campaign rhetoric about across-the-board 
teacher pay increases, and the restoration of a previously axed 
$1,000 health-care stipend didn’t materialize either, he noted. 
“Teachers in Texas remain at levels of pay that are not suffi- 
cient to compete with jobs in the private sector,” he said. 

There is one bright spot, though. The state contribution rate 
to the Teacher Retirement System pension fund will jump 
to 6.7%, up from the current 6%. But Raab says his group 
isn’t completely satisfied with the mathematical equation 
used to give the pension fund a boost. “There are several 
ways a benefit can be delivered to retirees,” Raab said, “and 
this is probably the least preferable.” A more favorable meth- 
od would allow for cost of living adjustments every two years, 
instead of this proposed one-time shot in the arm. Still, teach- 
ers aren’t inclined to complain too loudly because something 
is better than nothing, as they say, and, more importantly, the 
Senate doesn’t share the House’s enthusiasm for a pension 
fund increase. 

From another perspective, the budget offers little financial 
support to help educators and students meet increased per- 
formance mandates. As a result, students end up ill-prepared 
for college and the job market, according to John Stevens, 
executive director of the Texas Business and Education 
Coalition, a public-education-friendly group. “We need to deal 
with the real world,” he said. “We can’t just raise the stan- 
dards and squeeze the system and say, ‘perform!’” 


'Alternatives' to Abortion Gets More Funding 


Given that the first fiscal year of operation was such 
a stunning “success,” perhaps it isn’t at all surprising 
that the House Appropriations Committee would go 
ahead and give the OK for $5 million in additional fund- 
ing in the state’s Health and Human Services budget 
to be earmarked for the supposedly “useful” 
Alternatives to Abortion program. The program was 
designed by Sen. Tommy Williams, R-The Woodlands, 
back in 2005 as a way to champion childbirth over 
abortion - in other words, a way to funnel taxpayer 
money away from traditional women’s health care and 
into maternity homes and, more importantly, to so- 
called “crisis pregnancy centers,” which offer no medi- 
cal care whatsoever - and attached to the budget as a 
rider. The money went to the Texas Pregnancy Care 
Network, which administers the abortion alternatives 


program, which took in well over $1 million in public 
funds to serve a grand total of 11 clients statewide 
during FY 06. 

By appropriating the initial funding for the program 
via a rider, Williams has, thus far, successfully circum- 
vented the entire legislative process - in other words, 
since the Senate’s Finance Committee accepted the 
rider, the abortion alternatives program has become de 
facto law, never considered nor voted on by all Texas 
lawmakers. Whether the latest appropriation will attract 
any meaningful opposition should become clear today 
(Thursday), as the state budget comes up for debate 
on the House floor. (For more on the Alternatives to 
Abortion program and on the Texas Pregnancy Care 
Network, which administers the program, see “No Real 
Alternative,” Jan. 26.)

Immigration Laws 
Held Up at the Border 

This just in - Texas is not in the immigration business. That’s the news 
from the chairman of the House committee assigned to consider buckets 
of mostly anti-immigration bills aimed at punishing working poor people 
who enter the U.S. under the radar. Dumas Republican David Swinford, 
chairman of the State Affairs Committee, had asked state Attorney General 
Greg Abbott to eyeball the proposed legislation to determine how the bills 
would square with federal law. Turns out that most of the bills - products 
of a xenophobic ’06 campaign theme for the state Republican Party - 
wouldn’t hold up in court should they become law. Some proposed immi- 
gration legislation could still be heard, nonetheless, including one that 
would require undocumented immigrants to pay out-of-state tuition prices 
at public colleges. At press time Wednesday, the State Affairs and Border 
& International Affairs committees were scheduled to hear invited testimo- 
ny on immigration. - A.S. 
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Woodward and 
Bernstein Make 
'Statesman' 

Editor Squirm 

Rich Oppel, editor of the Austin American - 
Statesman, came under criticism Friday from 
none other than Carl Bernstein and Bob 
Woodward, arguably the most important jour- 
nalists alive today. 

As part of a public opening for the Harry 
Ransom Center’s files about FBI Assistant 
Director Mark “Deep Throat” Felt, which UT 
bought along with other Watergate papers in 
2003 for $5 million, the three were part of a 
Statesman - sponsored panel discussion at 
UT’s McCullough Theatre. The discussion - 
Watergate and the Media: Did the System 
Work? - was supposed to be about the 
impact of Watergate on journalism, but it soon 
became increasingly uncomfortable for Oppel 
as the respected journalists questioned his 
role at the Statesman and his approach to 
news-gathering. 

"You run the news desk 
and the editorial desk, 
and you don't think 
that's a problem?" 
Bernstein asked. 

"Did you know 
about this?" 
he asked Woodward. 

Bernstein was shocked when he discovered 
that Oppel runs the two most important sec- 
tions of his paper: the news and editorial 
pages. Fie was amazed that Oppel did not see 
this as a dangerous conflict of interest. “You 
run the news desk and the editorial desk, and 
you don’t think that’s a problem?” Bernstein 
asked. “Did you know about this?” he asked 
Woodward. 

Oppel tried to defend his position by com- 
paring himself to legendary Washington Post 
Publisher Katharine Graham. Fie said that 
she was ultimately in charge of both desks, 
but Bernstein was having none of it. “Now, 
you know there’s a big difference between a 
publisher and an editor,” he replied. 

Oppel was then challenged by both 
Bernstein and Woodward when he said he 
thought confidential sources damaged jour- 
nalism. The giants of the printed word, who, 
as reporters for The Washington Post, helped 
legitimize the practice by using leaks from 
Felt, said they were essential for good journal- 
ism. Recalling his 2002 Post story about early 
plans to invade Iraq, Woodward told Oppel, “I 
had six people who, if they had gone on the 
record, would have been fired or gone to pris- 
on. If you think they’d have gone on the 
record, you’re wrong.” - Richard Whittaker

Let's Hang the Artist! 

On March 12, freshman state Rep. Borris Miles, D-Hous- 
ton, was walking through the Capitol with his two young chil- 
dren when he saw two works of art in a public corridor he 
didn’t like. He liked them so little that he took them down off 
the wall and hid them in his office. 

Now no one knows where they are. 

Miles took down two paintings depicting executions 
because, he says, he found them offensive. Scott Cobb, pres- 
ident of the anti-death-penalty group Texas Moratorium Net- 
work, which organized the exhibition, condemned Miles’ 
action. “Here we are in the seventh year of the 21st century,” 
he said, “and people are still confiscating artwork for political 
reasons like it’s 1955.” 

The two paintings were part of an exhibition intended to 
raise awareness of the death penalty in Texas. It contained 11 
pieces, including three by artists on death row. They were 
exhibited March 12-17 - Texas Moratorium Week - in the 
main corridor on level E2 of the Capitol Extension (the bottom 
underground level). The artwork was selected from a larger 
touring exhibition, "Justice for All? Artists Reflect on the 
Death Penalty” (www.deathpenaltyartshow.org), which features 
pieces by 52 artists from the U.S., Germany, France, and the 
Netherlands and includes 13 works by inmates currently on 
death row in Texas. The full show was originally displayed at 
Gallery Lombardi in Austin in May of last year and in 
Houston’s Gallery M2 in February. 

The Widow Maker by Reinaldo A. Dennes (currently 
imprisoned in the Polunsky Unit in Livingston) shows two white 
men laughing and drinking at the feet of an old black man 
lynched from a tree. In the background, a second, chained 
black man looks despairingly out of a prison window. Cuban- 
born Dennes was found guilty of the 1996 murder of diamond 
merchant Janos Szucs and is awaiting execution. The second 
work, by professional artist Shanon Playford of Portland, 

Ore., is a monochrome watercolor showing a figure in an elec- 
tric chair. The words "Doing God’s Work” - also the title of 
the piece - are written underneath in script. Both pieces were 
on loan from the artists. 

Miles says he does not regret his actions and claims that 
more than 50 representatives have told him, either in person 
or by e-mail, that they support him. Explaining his actions, 
Miles said, “As a black man, I was offended on the first one, 
and as a Christian on the second one.” 

Cobb said Miles had missed the point of exhibiting in the 
Capitol. It’s a building “where we’re supposed to discuss 
issues on an adult level,” he said. “We shouldn’t reduce the

level of discourse in the Capitol [to] what’s appropriate for a 
5-year-old.” And while Cobb disagreed with Miles about both 
pictures, he was most concerned about Miles taking down 
Doing God's Work. “That’s a clear case of him stepping over 
the line,” Cobb said. “No one has the right to take down art- 
works to extend their religious views.” 

Miles said that since he objected to the pictures, he was 
justified in simply stripping them from the exhibit on his own 
initiative. “There’s obviously not enough oversight if those pic- 
tures made it to be seen in the Capitol,” he said. “There 
needs to be some kind of system to see and screen what 
goes on display. Those were not appropriate.” He had no sug- 
gestion as to who should make the decision of what is accept- 
able art, “as long as we don’t have pictures in our hallways 
that could offend people of any race, creed, or color.” 

But there is an approval system in place, and the moratori- 
um exhibition had in fact passed it. All exhibitions in the 
Capitol must be approved by the 
State Preservation Board, although 
board executive assistant Julie 
Fields said the application process 
is usually “just paperwork to keep 
track of what’s coming into the build- 
ing.” Any exhibit must pass the basic 
test of being for a public purpose. 
“Basically,” said Fields, “what we 
screen for is a private business trying 
to set up any kind of advertisement 
or promotion or any kind of rallies or 
political events that are prohibited in 
the building.” She said that nothing 
like Miles’ actions had happened 
before and that the current applica- 
tion and approval system had been 
sufficient so far. “There’s no higher 
authority to ask for a review,” she 
added, “and quite frankly, we’ve never 
had anyone who has ever done more 
than voiced a complaint.” 

Miles said that part of the 
problem was that the pictures were 
displayed with no explanatory note. 
However, the rules established by the 
Preservation Board for any exhibition

in the Capitol states that they do not allow “activities which 
promote a certain viewpoint or issue or could be considered 
lobbying.” Had the network included the kind of warning or 
labeling that Miles suggested, it might have violated this 
clause. Instead, the art was allowed to speak for itself. 

Also under board rules, all exhibitions must be sponsored 
by either a member of the Legislature, the governor, or the 
lieutenant governor. In this case, the exhibition was sponsored 
by Miles’ fellow Houston Democrat, Rep. Harold Dutton - a 

traditional foe of capi- 
tal punishment, who 
has again filed bills 
this session propos- 
ing a moratorium or 
abolition. After several 
phone calls, Dutton’s 
office declined to 
comment, only con- 
firming that Dutton 
had never actually 
seen the pictures but had indeed signed off on the 
Moratorium Network’s application for the exhibition. 

Artist Playford was surprised at Miles’ action and that he 
had found her piece sacrilegious. “If you were really a 
Christian,” she said, “you’d see the hypocrisy of claiming exe- 
cution is doing God’s work.” 

Playford normally works in oils, but after the 2004 elections, 
she was drawn to make a series of politically satirical black- 
and-white watercolors called “Seeing Red.” “To me,” she said, 
they’re slightly humorous. I don’t think of my work as shock- 
ing. In fact, I’ve had some Christians e-mail me, and they were 
very supportive.” 

One of those Christians has now offered to buy Doing God's 
Work. That is, if the picture turns up. No one seems to know 
where either painting has gone. Miles said he gave the pieces 
to Dutton, and the Texas Moratorium Network said they 
thought they’d be able to collect them from his office. 

However, as of Wednesday, Dutton’s office denied that they 
have the missing pictures. - Richard Whittaker

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More City, SoCo Cafe Fracas 

Imagine taking a bite out of some $14 South 
Congress fajitas and getting recurring heartburn for the 
next two years. After busting the South Congress Cafe 
- an upscale spin-off of the local Trudy’s Tex-Mex chain - 
way back in February of 2005 for the unpermitted con- 
struction of a decked rear patio and privacy fence that 
covered city sidewalk and right-of-way, the city is still at 
odds with the eatery and is preparing to enter a new 
round of legal sparring. This after the cafe was found 
guilty in municipal court in October of 2006 of violating a 
deferred adjudication agreement it had made with the 
city to come into full code compliance by June of that 
year, while racking up an unofficial city record of four con- 
secutive stop work order violations. (They just received 
another, fifth violation.) 

The cafe’s new lawyer, Eric Taube, who replaces 
Richard Suttle, Austin’s Johnnie Cochran for cutthroat 
developers and business owners, has filed suit against 
the city over perceived inconsistencies in its handling of 
protracted agreements designed to get the cafe into 
code compliance. Taube says the city has made an 
example of the cafe with punitive and selective enforce- 
ment. He has also raised eyebrows by filing a motion to 
compel mediation on the case - something the city says 
it has repeatedly and unsuccessfully sought - as well as 
motions seeking depositions from two adjacent neighbor- 
hood association leaders and Assistant City Attorney 
Nancy Matchus, who has worked the case from the 
beginning. “After doing nothing for a month, [South 
Congress Cafe] barraged us with a large number of 
motions to delay the case,” Matchus said. 

Cafe management recently demolished the portion of 
the deck originally built atop city right-of-way, but the eat- 
ery still lacks an approved parking arrangement, includ- 
ing the provision of at least one handicapped parking 
spot. The city approved an initially submitted off-site 
parking plan but then revoked it based on a “misrepre- 
sentation,” as Matchus put it, realizing that the cafe 
based its inability to provide an on-site handicapped 
space on the presence of its illegal rear deck. Matchus 
says the city is seeking attorney’s fees from the cafe for 
the trial and that owners racked up a fifth stop work 
order when they began work on an augmented deck 
inside their property line without a permit or site plan. 
Matchus says the city has targeted other businesses 
with enforcement actions over unpermitted decks, espe- 
cially since the smoking ban pushed smokers outdoors. 
“It’s hard to understand their reluctance at this point,” 
she said. 


Anthony Graves Update 

A three-judge panel of the 10th Court of Appeals in 
Waco concluded on March 21 that if state district Judge 
Reva Towslee-Corbett fails to vacate the gag order that 
improperly curtails the free speech of Anthony Graves, 
who is awaiting a retrial for capital murder, the court will 
use its power to do so. By imposing the overly broad gag 
order - barring everyone associated with the case, 
including Graves, from speaking out about it - Towslee- 
Corbett “committed a clear abuse of discretion,” Judge 
Felipe Reyna wrote for the two-judge majority. Towslee- 
Corbett failed to follow the law in that she did not “make 
sufficiently specific findings” supporting the need for 
restraining Graves’ right to free speech. Under controlling 
Texas law, a gag order is a prior restraint of free speech 
that is “presumptively unconstitutional,” absent specific 
evidence that the gag is necessary to prevent “imminent 
and irreparable” harm to the outcome of the trial, and is 
the “least restrictive means” to prevent that harm. 

Graves was convicted and condemned to die for the 
1992 murder of six people inside a home that officials 
said was set ablaze to cover the crime. Graves has main- 
tained his innocence, and last year the 5th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals threw out his conviction and death 
sentence, ruling that Burleson Co. prosecutors withheld

Neighboring businesses have fumed over the deck’s 
occupation of the cafe’s loading area, pushing daily deliv- 
ery trucks into Monroe Street, exacerbating its already- 
hairy traffic and parking situation. Neighbors, who initially 
reported the illegal decking, are also largely in disbelief 
this fracas has played out so long, consuming so many 
city resources. “We’re glad the owners have begun to 
give the public back its right of way,” said Kathie Tovo, 
president of the adjacent Bouldin Creek Neighborhood 
Association, adding, “We definitely want to see the city 
of Austin compensated for its extensive outlay of court 
costs and code enforcement hours.” 

Tovo said neighbors support the city’s continued vigi- 
lance, but the time it has taken to bring the cafe into 
legal compliance “is beyond any stretch of the imagina- 
tion” and “speaks to the city’s ability to enforce laws and 
protect public health and safety.” She emphasized the 
importance of sending a message to other businesses 
that “this kind of thumbing one’s nose at the law will not 
pay off in the long run.” 

Much like the flavor of the port demi-glace sauce 
adorning the cafe’s Cornish Game Hen Forestiere, attor- 
ney Taube says the case is more complex than it seems. 

“I believe what’s going on here is selective enforcement,” 
he said. The cafe’s suit against the city is based on a 
lack of cooperation in securing approvals, he said, during 
the long series of agreements designed to bring the cafe 
up to code. “These are local business owners, local guys 
trying to come into compliance, and all they get is 
bureaucratic red tape and doors slammed in their face,” 
he said, explaining that the lingering lack of a parking 
arrangement, including a handicapped space, is all that’s 
keeping the cafe from full compliance. 

Taube said owners were given “conflicting responses” 
as to why their initially approved parking arrangement 
was revoked, and the latest stop work order was issued 
when workers simply tried to reinstall the old fence onto 
the scaled-back deck. “For whatever reason, the city has 
made the owners their poster child, and it doesn’t make 
any sense.” - Daniel Mottola 



from Graves’ defense crucial evidence that could have 
changed the outcome of the trial. The Burleson Co. 
District Attorney’s Office has recused itself from han- 
dling the retrial and instead the case will be handled by 
special prosecutor Patrick Batchelor, who last week 
announced he would again seek a death sentence for 
Graves. How exactly Batchelor intends to do that is 
unknown, since there appears to be some question 
about what evidence the state has to prove its case. For 
example, although the state has said that executed 
inmate Robert Carter implicated Graves as his accom- 
plice in the multiple murder, Carter more than once 
denied this claim - including shortly before his execu- 
tion. Now, of course, Carter would be unavailable to testi- 
fy. Indeed, late last year, Chief Texas Ranger Ray Coff- 
man told the court - no fewer than five times, reports 
the Houston Chronicle - that Carter repeatedly told him 
that Graves was not involved in the murder. But at a pre- 
trial hearing earlier this month, Coffman changed his tes- 
timony, reportedly saying that Carter never made any 
such statement. In short, what evidence there is to con- 
clusively support any of the accusations against Graves 
is still very much a mystery. 

The case is scheduled for another pretrial hearing in 
Towslee-Corbett’s court in Caldwell on April 13.

Guzman Kicks Off AISD Campaign 

On Tuesday morning, on a street corner beside Johnston High 
School, local businessman Sam Guzman formally declared his candi- 
dacy for the AISD board of trustees, in the special election for 
District 2 to be held May 12. Guzman called education a “fundamental 
right for each and every child” and said the district must find a way to 
extend the best possible education to all children in the district, as 
well as closing the “achievement gap” between majority and minority 
students. Making his announcement outside one of AISD’s troubled 
Eastside schools - Johnston is in the midst of a redesign program to 
improve student performance - Guzman called attention to the precari- 
ous state of “accountability” under the state and federal systems, in 
which “we may lose control of our own schools.” Guzman said that 
while he would not “point fingers or play the blame game,” he believes 
that the accountability burden now falls too heavily on teachers and 
students and too little on the test-driven curriculum designed to pro- 
vide data for administrators and government. 

Guzman is a real estate investor and mortgage loan officer, a former 
president of the Texas Association of Mexican-American 
Chambers of Commerce, and has a long record of public service, 
including citizen committee work with AISD. He was introduced by for- 
mer state Sen. Gonzalo Barrientos and former AISD board President 
and Mayor Gus Garcia; among the supporters attending the announce- 
ment were former Travis Co. Commissioner Richard Moya, Eastside 
activist Lori Renteria, and Peggy Vasquez of La Prensa. Barrientos 
described the election as being about “the most important things in 
our society - education and our children.” Garcia noted that District 2 
might have more low-performing schools than any other in the district 
and that Guzman would bring “experience and knowledge and dedica- 
tion to children” and the board. 

The special election is to replace Rudy Montoya Jr., who is resign- 
ing, although he agreed to stay on until May after the board decided to 
hold an election instead of appointing an interim member. The other 
candidates are Fred L. McGhee, an applied anthropologist who owns a 
business addressing cultural preservation and community development; 
Gerald Guerra, an accountant who has served on the district’s bond 
oversight committee; and Gary Johnson, an investor and the Libertarian 
host of the public-access TV show Smash the State. - Michael King 


AISD: Math Fight Resolved ... For Now 

The AISD board of trustees resolved a split between district 
administration and faculty over middle-school math textbooks 
Monday, voting to select Holt, the text favored by a majority of middle 
school teachers. In a six-to-one vote, the board selected Holt over 
Connected Mathematics Project, which was originally recommended 
by administration officials and the textbook committee. The adoption 
will be in effect anywhere from five years to a decade. 

The administration’s recommendation prompted teachers to pack 
Monday’s meeting in protest. Many were angered over what was seen 
as a flawed process, which apparently violated the board’s own policy. 
The policy states that a textbook-adoption committee must contain a 
majority of classroom teachers, but the five-person committee only con- 
tained two teachers, both high school math teachers. 

The structure of the process was incohesive, teachers said. Instead 
of creating one large committee with teacher representatives from each 
grade level, the district formed three subcommittees, each of which 
selected different texts. The selections were narrowed to two, and the 
administration chose Connected, citing data showing success with an 
earlier version currently in use by the district. 

An informal survey later done by Education Austin, the union repre- 
senting district employees, found that roughly two-thirds of Austin 
teachers chose Holt over Connected. Teachers at the meeting said 
they thought Holt was a better fit for students’ needs because of its 
emphasis on structure and its tools for parents. Administration officials 
Darlene Westbrook and Ann Smisko, who favored Connected, point- 
ed to its orientation toward discovery and conceptual learning. 

Shortly before the vote, Superintendent Pat Forgione urged the 
board to “stay the course,” warning that selecting Holt would be a turn 
toward skills-based learning and away from conceptual understanding. 
“We’re doing this at a time when everyone else in the state is heading 
in the other direction,” he said. 

Cathy Franke, who teaches sixth-grade math, said AISD teachers 
have always been creative in their approaches, using various methods. 
“It’s very erroneous to say that if we adopt Holt, we’re not going to do 
discovery,” Franke said. “I was doing discovery before it was cool.”

WilCo Budget War Goes 
to Appeals Court 

On Wednesday, March 21, former Travis Co. Judge Bill Ale- 
shire and Williamson Co. Assistant Attorney Steve Ackley 
delivered oral arguments before the 3rd Court of Appeals in 
the matter of Griffin v. Birkman, et al. Filed in 2006 by 
Williamson Co. Precinct 1 Constable Gary Griffin, the lawsuit 
alleges that county commissioners violated the Texas Constitu- 
tion by gutting Griffin’s 2005 budget two months after adop- 
tion because they didn’t agree with a deployment decision he 
had made. In district court last July, visiting Judge James 
Clawson granted the county’s motion for summary judgment, 
and Griffin appealed. The county maintains the lawsuit is both 
moot and inconsequential. Aleshire and his co-counsel, former 
Texas Attorney General Jim Mattox, argue that the case could 
set a statewide precedent, either permitting or precluding 
commissioners from using purse strings to punish other elect- 
ed officials any time they want. “It was an abuse of power,” 
Mattox told the Chronicle. 

On Oct. 19, 2005, Griffin temporarily redeployed his depu- 
ties from mental-health calls to warrants and civil papers, 
after Commissioner Lisa Birkman subjected him to months 
of protracted public pressure to do just that. He testified in 
district court that he even feared a removal suit over the 
issue. As it turned out, the redeployment lasted only a single 
day. Nevertheless, the next day, Oct. 20, Commissioners Court 
reacted punitively, enacting a curiously detailed and lengthy 
“emergency” budget cut, immediately transferring about 
$435,000 from Griffin’s total budget to the sheriff’s office. 

The money seeded a “crisis intervention team” - staffed 
mostly by Precinct 1 conscripts suddenly out of a job. Aleshire 
told the justices that this post-adoption budget cut had 
breached a constitutionally protected “sphere of authority” of 
elected officials. At its most basic level, the lawsuit argues 
that commissioners legally have just one chance each year to 
use the budget process to set county priorities. 

The 3rd Court justices - Chief Justice Kenneth Law, David 
Puryear, and Diane Henson - had no questions for Ackley 


but plenty for Aleshire. Aleshire 
argued that Griffin had not created 
an emergency as accused and that 
even if he had, the law would not 
provide for an “emergency budget 
cut.” Justice Puryear asked Aleshire 
whether Griffin’s mental-health calls 
were, as the county is claiming, tech- 
nically noncore duties and so sub- 
ject to midyear transfers - as held 
by a Texas Supreme Court ruling on 
Titus County Commissioners v. 

Cynthia Agan, the county’s center- 
piece legal precedent. Aleshire 
answered that Griffin’s deputy con- 
stables were responding to all calls, 
including mental health, as fully com- 
missioned peace officers, always a 
core duty. Aleshire also contradicted 
the county’s standing claim, repeat- 
ed by Ackley, that Griffin operated a 
“mental-health unit,” implying a dis- 
tinct budget. “Instead, commission- 
ers co-mingled money ... then arbi- 
trarily decided later to cut [this] bud- 
get by some number they made up 
at the time of the cut,” Aleshire told the court. 

Justice Henson asked whether Griffin had issued orders 
for his deputies to refuse all mental-health calls, citing a 
911 transcript to that effect. “Sounds like a refusal to me,” 
Henson said. Aleshire pointed out that Griffin was not the 
speaker in the 911 call and that his actual orders were to 
evaluate calls on a case-by-case, triage basis, as document- 
ed by a later transcript; moreover, Griffin had reinstated his 
earlier standing orders well before the budget meeting, 
missing not one mental-health call that day. Griffin’s plead- 
ings also cite district court testimony by former County 
Judge John Doerfler conceding that since Griffin was still 
handling mental-health calls, “There was not near as dire an 
emergency.” Aleshire noted that the sheriff’s office had 
been dispatching its deputies as primary responders to 


mental-health calls all along. “So, where was 
the ‘grave public necessity’ to cut Griffin’s 
budget?” Aleshire asked. The county’s emer- 
gency claim also cuts both ways; a compro- 
mise of public safety could arguably have 
occurred with the commissioners’ budgetary 
purge of Precinct 1 constables. 

Beginning with the argument, accepted by 
Judge Clawson, that the district court cannot 
interfere in county business, attorneys for 
Williamson Co. maintain that the county’s 
budgetary actions are not subject to review 
by other government bodies. Ackley told the 
justices that the relevant case law “put two 
attorney general opinions in their place” and 
warned the court that if it ruled in Griffin’s 
favor, “You will become the Commissioners 
Court.” Ackley implied that Griffin’s motives 
are essentially mercenary because the con- 
stable just wants “to get his hands on the 
$500,000” he lost in the budget cut. 

Aleshire rejected that charge, noting that the 
lawsuit does not seek monetary damages, 
and Griffin told the Chronicle he simply wants 
“the answer to my question” - whether elect- 
ed officials work for the county commission- 
ers or the people. 

Via e-mail, Williamson Co. Attorney Jana Duty told the 
Chronicle she puts the county’s odds of victory in the case at 
90%. She wrote: “Mr. Aleshire and Mr. Ackley both did a tre- 
mendous job arguing the case, and I am confident that the 
Court will make the right decision.” Responding to a Chronicle 
story on the case last week, Duty described as “ridiculous” 
Aleshire’s claim that “a ruling in the County’s favor would 
‘drastically change the law in Texas.’” 

The case is anything but ridiculous to Aleshire. “Many peo- 
ple think of county government as an ugly baby with a strange 
look. But a county government in balance is a beautiful exam- 
ple of democracy, controlled by the people, not by the political 
Boss Hogs,” Aleshire told the court. “This case strikes to the 
heart of that vision.” - Patricia J. Ruland 



REEFER MADNESS 

A Modest Proposal

For the second legislative session in 
a row, Rep. Harold Dutton, D-Houston, 
has offered a modest proposal to 
downgrade the criminal penalties 
associated with possession of 
small amounts of pot. Currently, pos- 
session of up to 1 ounce of marijuana 
is a class B misdemeanor, punishable 
by up to 180 days in jail, meaning get- 
ting popped with even a single joint - 
or, worse, mere seeds and stems - 
could net a six-month stay in the county 
lockup. With criminal justice costs spi- 
raling and the jail and prison population 
bulging, this possible punishment 
seems, even on its face, a tad crazy. 

So Dutton proposes that low-level pos- 
session be downgraded to a class C 
misdemeanor, punishable by up to a 
$500 fine. 

All things considered, Dutton’s done 
a fairly good job of explaining the prac- 
tical merits of his bill: It frees up law 
enforcement to deal with more serious crimes, as well as eas- 
ing jail congestion while still providing a significant criminal 
penalty. He’s evenhanded and steady and has kindly rebuffed 
any suggestion that he’s a pawn in the “well-orchestrated” 


marijuana lobby plot to legalize pot, as a witness at the March 
20 House Criminal Jurisprudence Committee hearing on the 
bill, House Bill 758, suggested. Aside from the fact that 
“well-orchestrated marijuana lobby” is, in large part, an oxymo- 
ron, it is also simply an asinine characterization that does 
nothing but suggest, again, that the government’s long-stand- 
ing propaganda regarding pot has been 
creepily successful. Indeed, I watch these 
sorts of hearings with a certain degree of 
angst: On the one hand, I’m excited to 
see more and more people come around 
to the idea that perhaps incarcerating 
casual pot smokers isn’t good public poli- 
cy - and is a serious strain on law- 
enforcement time and resources, as 
Bexar Co. Sheriff Dennis McKnight 
pointed out when speaking in favor of Dut- 
ton’s measure. On the other hand, I know 
that at some point the witness state- 
ments will shift from being grounded in 
facts and will devolve into the conde- 
scending drugs-are-bad lectures - such 
as the one offered by licensed drug coun- 
selor Mitchell Moore, whose looking- 
down-the-nose tone in bashing Dutton’s 
bill was enough to make your ears bleed. 

According to Moore, the government’s 
assessment of the scourge of pot is the 
only view to be trusted, even in the face 
of research revealing - surprise, surprise! 
- that the feds, particularly the White House Office of the 
National Drug Control Policy, have a special way of mas- 
saging statistics to provide the desired outcome. Regardless 
of what the research tells us about such measures - including 


empirical evidence from states that have already downgraded 
simple pot-possession penalties, similar to what Dutton is pro- 
posing - Moore and fellow anti-bill witness Stephanie 
Haynes, from Save Our Society From Drugs, promised the 
committee that passing Dutton’s measure would, “without a 
doubt,” Haynes said, lead to an increase in drug use and, 
therefore, to a rise in “delinquent behavior.” Clearly, these 
people have never smoked pot. 

But really, at the core, this bill is not about whether pot smok- 
ing is good or bad; it’s a practical bill that seeks to strike a bal- 
ance between criminal enforcement (and sound fiscal policy) 
and fundamental fairness (and the guarantee of justice). As 
Dutton pointed out, it appeared the bill’s detractors hadn’t even 
read the measure in its entirety before standing at the micro- 
phone and spouting off about how pot will cause the downfall of 
society - the kids’ll be drugged out, they warned - and, Haynes 
said, we shouldn’t forget about the “connection” between smok- 
ing pot and contracting schizophrenia (as if it were as easy as 
all that - like catching a cold). In fact, in response to legisla- 
tors’ concerns last session about what possible “message” 
this sort of measure might send to the kiddos, Dutton added a 
provision that would require anyone popped for minor posses- 
sion to go through a drug-awareness-education class in addition 
to paying the class C misdemeanor fine. 

In the end, Dutton handled the hysterics of his bill’s detrac- 
tors in a most statesmanlike manner. At the end of the day, 
he said, he believes that handing out jail time for possession 
of as small an amount of pot as a single marijuana seed is 
“too harsh a punishment.” But, if the point of the bill’s foes is 
that punishment for pot possession isn’t stiff enough, he said, 
then, “why not go back to making them all felonies?” Remem- 
ber: There was a time when possession of a joint or two could 
earn a life sentence behind bars - “we could always go back 
to that, I suppose,” he said.

Backassward Birth 
Control Ruling 

According to a majority opinion from a three-judge 
panel of the 8th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals, contra- 
ceptives are intended for use prior to pregnancy, mean- 
ing employers are not required to cover the cost of con- 
traceptives for female patients under employee 
health insurance plans. The opinion comes in response 
to several sex-discrimination suits brought by employees 
of the Union Pacific Railroad Co., who argued that not 
covering contraceptives was a violation of the federal 
Pregnancy Discrimination Act, an amendment to Title 
VII of the landmark 1964 Civil Rights Act. The cases 
were consolidated into a single federal court action, and 
in 2005 Nebraska federal district Judge Laurie Smith 
Camp ruled in favor of the female employees, ordering 
Union Pacific to cover all FDA-approved contraception for 
its female employees. 

The 8th Circuit last week reversed that decision, how- 
ever, with Judge Raymond Gruender writing that since 
“contraception is a treatment that is only indicated prior 
to pregnancy,” the pills or other devices had no “causal 
connection” to pregnancy. Lawyers from Planned 
Parenthood, who represented the employees, were dis- 
mayed by the ruling, which Planned Parenthood 
Federation of America President Cecile Richards called 
an “outrageous step backwards for women’s health” - 
indeed, the UP health plan already covered prescriptions 
for the hair-loss formula Rogaine and for Viagra. “Title VII 
prohibits employers from making employment decisions - 
including what health-care benefits to offer - on the 
basis of sex or pregnancy,” said attorney Roberta Riley, 
who represented the employees. “But that’s exactly what 
Union Pacific did in this case.” A spokesman for Union 
Pacific told The New York Times that the company did 
begin covering contraceptives in the wake of the district 
court’s earlier ruling and that the company does not plan 
to discontinue that coverage. 

Still, PPFA says the ruling is likely precedent-setting, and 
it’s calling on Congress to pass the Prevention First Act, 
filed earlier this year, which in part would require health 
plans to cover prescription birth control. State Rep. 

Rafael Anchia, D-Dallas, has filed a similar measure, 
House Bill 268, which would require any “standard health 
benefit plan” to cover “prescription contraceptive drugs 
and devices.” It was left pending after a hearing March 26 
in the House Insurance Committee. - Jordan Smith

STAND UP TO WAR PROFITEERS 

George W.’s war in Iraq has not been good 
for the thousands of Americans killed and 
maimed there, nor for the hundreds of thou- 
sands of Iraqi civilians killed or forced to flee 
their country.

But what about those pesky Democrats who 
won control of Congress and are making nois- 
es about a staged withdrawal and threatening 
to investigate war profiteering? No problem. 
Corporate lobbyists note that Democrats, like 
Republicans, take campaign funds from these 
same contractors and that such presidential 
hopefuls as Sen.

Then she had a 
second birthday blowout at a Beverly Hills res- 
taurant, where one of her friends got ejected 
for insulting Paula Abdul and Courtney Love - 
yet AP stoically let it pass, refusing to rise to 
the bait of this delicious celebrity gossip. 

Interestingly, AP’s editors report that during 
the Paris-free week, not one of its worldwide 
media customers begged for a Hilton story or 
inquired about the lack of same. Not that this 
“celebutante,” as she’s called, got zero cover- 
age that week, since other media outlets 
maintained their all-Paris, all-the-time focus. 
For example, Us Weekly has an item and/or 
photo of Hilton in practically every issue. 
“People now come to expect to see pictures 
of her,” says an editor of this celeb magazine. 
“People are fascinated by [her].” 

People? I’m not. Are you? OK, AP’s ban was 
only for a week, but it does offer hope that if 
the media coverage went away ... maybe she 
would, too.

Concord - At Last 


Up from the muck at Concordia

Instead of subsidizing Friday Night Lights, 
perhaps the city of Austin should underwrite a 
new reality TV show set in Austin, about high- 
stakes development deals - starting with a pilot 
based on this week’s Concordia drama. The 
episode finally concluded late Monday after- 
noon, as the City Council signed off on a deal 
negotiated between an investment group seek- 
ing to redevelop Concordia University’s 22- 
acre central campus and neighbors advocating 
for a better project. 

No screenwriter could have scripted a more 
down-to-the-wire cliffhanger and colorful cast of 
characters than the melodrama surrounding this 
week’s council vote on the campus rezoning. 
When final documents - capturing agreements 
among the city, the Hancock Neighborhood 
Association, and redeveloper East Avenue IG - 
weren’t ready for a pressure-cooker council vote 
last Thursday night, the members had to return 
for a special session on Friday - only to be told 
that documents still weren’t ready, amid much 
hand-wringing by the developer (represented by 
attorneys Andy Sarwal and Richard Suttle), 
Concordia University President Thomas Cedel, 
hard-pressed city staff (who put in long overtime 
hours), and exhausted citizens from surround- 


ing neighborhoods pleading for enough time to 
plow through umpteen pages of legalese, after 
many, many months of difficult negotiations. 

Up against a supposedly urgent deadline - 
with Suttle and Concordia rather implausibly 
claiming that waiting a few more days for coun- 
cil action would forever destroy the university’s 
deal to acquire the former Schlumberger cam- 
pus in North Austin and delay the start of its 
2009 academic year - council had to post for 
emergency sessions on both Monday and 
Tuesday of this week. Council Members Mike 
Martinez and Brewster McCracken were most 
openly annoyed when Cedel claimed “confi- 
dential agreements” in declining to disclose 
what it might cost the university to buy a little 
extra time - especially given that Suttle was 
pressuring council to rush its vote in 
Concordia’s interests. 

“We’re told we’re pushed up against a dead- 
line, and we can’t get a straight answer!” 
objected Martinez. 

“I feel we’ve all been put in a terrible situa- 
tion,” said HNA representative Shannon Ratliff 
Sr. He begged council, “Please don’t visit us 
with a [flawed] law we have to live with, as 
long as I’m going to live.” 


Better Drawings = Better Project 

Mysterious, then muddy and objectionable, then finally detailed 
and intelligent enough to create concord - such has been the prog- 
ress of the Concordia site plan. 

After many months of unproductive negotiations between the 
developer and the neighborhood, Council Members Brewster 
McCracken, Sheryl Cole, and Lee Leffingwell persuaded developer 
East Avenue IG to try another tack. The developer, to its credit: 1) 
paid for an attorney (Nikelle Meade) to represent the Hancock NA 
and level the playing field, and 2) paid for an urban designer (Jana 
McCann, of ROMA Design Group) to facilitate both sets of interests 
and craft a more detailed and well-thought-out plan for the enormous 
infill project. McCracken also encouraged the developer’s attorneys to 
earn full neighborhood consensus rather than trying to push its 
desired zoning changes through council over the objections of unhappy neighbors. 

Said attorney Richard Suttle of ROMA’s involvement, “It brought a comfort level to the neighborhood 
side. Someone they could trust as a translator. ... What Jana provided was the ‘honest broker.’” - K.G.

Mayor (and former developer) Will Wynn 
expressed polite wonder that Concordia’s 
Schlumberger deal wouldn’t have included 
some bridge financing or extended closing pro- 
visions, as is customary for such major transac- 
tions. “The last thing we want to do is rush to 
a decision we’ll regret,” he emphasized. Resist- 
ing the developer’s pressure at least slightly, 
Council bravely bought the neighborhood rep- 
resentatives another weekend (of hard work, 
for both them and city staff). 

After the cliffhanger, the emergency motion 
passed calmly Monday on third reading, 5-0, 
with Jennifer Kim and Betty Dunkerley 
absent. While it seemed unlikely that any- 
one on the dais could know precisely what 
the documents said, if the parties were 
happy, council was happy. Prior to the vote, 
citizens beseeched council to create a better 
process for other projects, one that would 
exact less “blood, sweat, and tears” from 
ordinary, untutored citizens. “I’d really like 
to thank council for encouraging this col- 
laborative process,” said HNA President Bart 
Whatley, referring particularly to the inclu- 
sion of a developer-funded HNA attorney 


and urban planner ROMA Design Group in 
crafting the final agreement. “You need to be 
very proud of your city staff,” said Suttle. For 
a feel-good ending, each major player gave a 
long “thank everyone” speech worthy of the 
Academy Awards. 

Public vs. Private Agreements 

The difficulties at Concordia mirror those of 
other recent controversies involving massive 
inner-city redevelopments using PUD (planned 
unit development) zoning - including the St. 
David’s Hospital PUD and the Fairfield PUD 
adjacent to the Town Fake Hyatt. Related 
neighborhood battles have brought into high 
relief the flaws with PUDs. While PUDs are 
intended as a tool to create better projects on 
large tracts, in fact developers have been seek- 
ing PUD zoning to neatly avoid all restrictions 
on height and neighborhood compatibility, 
without doing superior urban planning. Among 
other problems, said HNA attorney Nikelle 
Meade, the city of Austin is interpreting PUD 
ordinance language as a limit on its powers to 
exact public benefits - such as affordable hous-

as whether tall new 

buildings could shoot up directly behind existing homes - and it showed too few roads. As a PUD, the 
project could ignore the usual restrictions on height and setbacks that ensure compatibility with exist- 
ing neighborhoods - creating even greater distrust of the plan.

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ing and parkland dedication - in exchange for 
granting “density bonuses” to a developer, as it 
would Downtown. 

At Concordia, the city was conservative 
about the requirements it would write into city 
ordinance. Some are “in the PUD” and thus 
enforceable by the city. But for a number of 
matters in the public interest, the city could 
not - or would not - write the requirements 
into the PUD. This left the neighborhood asso- 
ciation holding the bag; to get these conces- 
sions, it had to enter into a private restrictive 
covenant with developer East Avenue IG. 
Unfortunately, the city takes no responsibility 
to hold a developer’s feet to the fire and ensure 
it abides by such private covenants. Should 
problems arise, it will be HNA and its private 
citizen members who must enforce the cove- 
nants - and pay for legal costs - to protect the 
public interest. 

Said Meade: “We need to rework our PUD 
ordinance provisions to give council some cre- 
ative ways to make these developments better 


and to get more affordability. We’ve got to fig- 
ure out a mechanism to call this what it is - a 
density bonus. We need to rewrite the code, to 
make it clear that along with PUD zoning, 
council can ask for enhancements like afford- 
able housing and green space and parkland 
dedication. Right now it’s crazy - you’ve got 
private neighborhoods out there trying to 
accomplish the biggest things that the city 
really should be doing.” 

McCracken and Martinez have committed to 
work on a plan to create a better public process 
and change the land-development code for 
PUDs. McCracken emphasized on the dais that 
the city needs to shift its policy toward land- 
use planning for its long-term future, rather 
than just the next budget cycle. “We do need 
to go from an ad hoc way of making decisions 
on these issues to a policy,” he asserted. He 
called for changes including a formal policy on 
density bonuses, stronger affordable housing 
provisions, and correcting PUDs as “the path of 
least resistance for doing the wrong thing.” ■ 


The Terms of the Deal 

Below are major public-interest terms of the 
deal struck with East Avenue IG for redeveloping 
the Concordia site. Items enacted “by city ordi- 
nance” are written into the PUD. Others were writ- 
ten into a private covenant with the Hancock 
Neighborhood Association. Altogether, the project 
is planned for 545,000 square feet of commer- 
cial space (office/retail), a 250-room upscale 
hotel, and 1,450 new homes. “Affordability is 
probably our biggest disappointment” said 
Meade. “Otherwise, we feel like we got a pretty 
good deal!’ Echoed HNA’s Linda Guerrero at coun- 
cil, “The affordable housing is a sham and a 
shame.” But overall, the final product - if not the 
process - provides a positive model for other 
public-benefit agreements for large-scale redevel- 
opment, particularly under PUD zoning. 

URBAN DESIGN

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A Whacked-Out System 

Inmate's lawsuit focuses on secret and 


unreasonable Texas paroles 


In 1997, 52-year-old Robert Gross got 
popped in Harris County for stealing - or, spe- 
cifically under the Texas penal code, for “theft 
by check.” He’d never been in any real trouble 
before, but when the cops came to arrest him, 
he panicked, jumped in his car, and tried to 
flee. That didn’t work out so well - in part 
because he sideswiped the cop car as he tried 
to drive away, which netted him an additional 
criminal charge of “assault on a public ser- 
vant.” Gross accepted a plea bargain: He’d 
admit guilt in exchange for a 25-year sentence 
and avoiding an affirmative finding that he’d 
used a deadly weapon (his car) in the com- 
mission of his crime. Theoretically, avoiding 
that finding could later increase his chance to 
earn parole. Gross’ lawyer advised him that if 
he could keep his “nose clean” while behind 
bars - avoid racking up a disciplinary record, 
use rehabilitative programs like schooling, 
and maintain a good behind-bars employ- 
ment record (things that would help him 
accrue “good time” credits) - he would 
become eligible for parole in just more than 
six years, after serving a fourth of his sentence. 
With that understanding, Gross offered him- 
self up to the Texas Department of Criminal 
Justice for incarceration. 

By all publicly available accounts, Gross has 
kept up his end of the bargain. According to 
TDCJ records, Gross earned his GED and has 
taken college-level vocational classes; he 
worked with the prison crime-stoppers pro- 
gram, helping to convict two inmates for mur-

der; and he’s held several important jobs while 
behind bars - including his most recent posi- 
tion as a boiler operator, which literally means 
he’s entrusted with a key to the back door of 
his minimum-security prison unit, says Gross’ 
lawyer, Texas Civil Rights Project attorney Scott 
Medlock. In just three years Gross accumulat- 
ed 22 years of good- time credits and, as a 
result, first became eligible for parole in 2000. 
Given his stellar record behind bars, Medlock 
says, Gross felt confident he would earn release. 
But he didn’t. 

In fact, Gross has been denied parole six 
times - and he has no idea why. He’s never 
been interviewed by a parole board member or 
commissioner, says Medlock - because, under 
Texas law, there’s no requirement that Board of 
Pardons and Paroles members actually meet 
the inmate under review; indeed, there’s not 
even a requirement that the parole board mem- 
bers meet as a group to discuss the cases 
before them before making their individual 
determinations about whom to release. In 
actual practice, each member reviews dozens 
or hundreds of inmate files with little or no 
opportunity to confirm their contents, mean- 
ing their decisions are often arbitrary at best, 
and at worst, inaccurate and unjust. 

Overall in 2005 (the most recent year avail- 
able), the Board of Pardons and Paroles 
reviewed 71,207 offender files and approved 
19,582 inmates for parole. These were “desk 
reviews,” considered by each parole board 
member individually and based solely on 
what is contained in an inmate’s 
file. Whether the information in 
2 the file is actually correct and 
complete isn’t clear, since the file 
contents are not subject to scru- 
tiny by anyone but the board - 
except in rare cases, not even the 
inmates are permitted to review 
their individual files. 

For specific example, the clos- 
est Gross has gotten to discov- 
ering anything about why he’s 
been denied release is a one-page 
form letter that offers a standard 
list of possible reasons for the 
denial - like, for example, that the 
inmate is a member of a prison 
gang or was convicted of a violent 
offense that makes him too risky 
to release. But that hasn’t really 
helped either, since none of the 
possible reasons listed in the let- 
ter actually apply to Gross. 

Frustrated, Gross filed suit 
against the parole board and TDCJ 
for violating his right to due pro- 
cess under law. Now, with the 
help of the TCRk Gross is set to 
present his case in federal district 
court in Houston, arguing that 
the parole board has violated his

civil rights by denying him a fair opportunity to 
be granted parole. In the midst of a legislative 
session full of stern questions for TDCJ and the 
parole board, Gross’ suit provides a real exam- 
ple of what happens when questions of fairness 
and justice are answered behind closed doors, 
away from the public eye. 

Rolling the Dice 

Perhaps it’s fated that Gross’ case would 
land in federal court this year, right in the 
middle of a legislative session full of hand- 
wringing over the state of Texas’ criminal jus- 
tice system and full of particularly harsh words 
for the parole board and its chairwoman, Rissie 
Owens. Fast month, during a joint session of 
the House Corrections Committee and the 
Senate Criminal Justice Committee, for exam- 
ple, Owens caught some serious lip. Senate 
committee Chair John Whitmire, D-Houston, 
could hardly contain his contempt for the 
parole board, which he and other lawmakers 
charge has been violating the parole guidelines

Compared to Guidelines 


When broken down by offender risk level - from level 1 offenders (inmates serving time for the most 
violent crimes), to level 7 (nonviolent offenders at the lowest risk of reoffense) - data from 2005 
reveals that the Board of Pardons and Paroles approved violent offenders for parole at a rate far higher 
than called for under their own guidelines. In contrast, the rate of approval for the least violent offend- 
ers fell far below the minimum rate. The reason for this discrepancy isn’t clear, in large part because 
the board’s decisions are made in isolation with little or no public review. Among its many recommen- 
dations, the Sunset Commission called on the board to update its guidelines, to regularly update law- 
makers on board activities, and to actually follow the parole guidelines. 
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that the board itself devised. That pattern has 
contributed to a bulging prison population, in 
part because many low-level nonviolent offend- 
ers - inmates like Robert Gross - have been 
denied release, seemingly for no justifiable 
reason. Indeed, in its review last year of TDCJ 
operations, the Sunset Commission noted that 
the parole board clearly hasn’t been following 
its own rules, making its actions frustratingly 
opaque. In part, the commission “found that 
the Parole Board has not complied with the 
adopted parole approval rates since the incep- 
tion of the guidelines” in the mid-Eighties, 
reads the report. “Periodic evaluation and 
reporting, along with consistent use of clear, 
objective decision-making criteria would pro- 
vide greater uniformity and fairness in parole 
decisions, increase legislative accountability, 
and enhance the public’s confidence in the 
parole system.” 

In principle, the parole guidelines combine 
the severity of the offense and the likelihood of 
an inmate’s recidivism to form a numerical risk 
factor that in turn translates into the probabil- 
ity than an inmate will be released. The parole 
board is allowed to deviate from the guidelines, 
but the commission found that it often does so 
without citing any specific reason beyond 
those factors already used to calculate the basic 
risk factor. Instead, “they typically use the same 
standard explanations for denying parole ... 
and thus do not explain the departure from the 
expected parole probability rate,” reads the 
report. “For example, one denial reason relates 
to the nature of the offense and the use of a 
weapon - though this explains the decision to 
deny parole, it does not explain why the panel 
member deviated from the guidelines.” 

These very frustrations are at the heart of 
Gross’ legal claims; he argues that the board 
has repeatedly violated state statute in refusing 
to release him. The decision to deny him 
release has repeatedly been made by a single 
parole board member, and not by a quorum, as 
required by law; he’s never been told why his 
parole has been denied, which makes the 
parole board denial “arbitrary and capricious”; 
and it appears the board has never taken into 
account the 22 years of good time Gross has 
accumulated. “In bringing this action, Mr. 
Gross does not seek immediate release from 
incarceration,” reads his petition to the court. 
“Rather, he seeks constitutionally sufficient 
due process in the decisions made regarding 
his parole.” All things considered, it doesn’t 
seem too much to ask. 

Slanted Justice 

Whether Gross’ claims will impress the Texas 
judicial system remains uncertain. According 
to veteran Huntsville attorney Bill Habem, the 
guru for all things related to Texas’ parole and 
clemency system, there is one major hurdle 
Gross will face: convincing the court that the 
parole board’s refusal to grant parole violates a 
“liberty interest.” That is, Gross will have to 
demonstrate that the parole board is depriving 
him of his constitutional right to due process. 
Representing himself, Gross first filed suit in 
2000, and his case was unceremoniously dis- 
missed by the courts several times until 2005, 
when his second appeal to the U.S. Supreme 
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Fed to the Lions 


The single biggest problem with the current 
system is that it is built upon a veil of secrecy 
that separates the parole board from every 
other aspect of, and individual involved in, 
the criminal justice system. Indeed, Medlock 
suspects that Gross’ parole file contains some 
egregious error - perhaps, for example, a des- 
ignation that Gross is a member of a prison 
gang, which would certainly work against his 
bid for release. But, the way the system is cur- 
rently configured, Gross is not allowed to see 
the contents of the file and thus has no

Court was successful. In light of a recent high- 
court decision that defined the circumstances 
under which inmates could file civil-rights 
claims to challenge certain aspects of their 
incarceration, the Supremes said, Gross’ case 
warranted further review. It was pretty amaz- 
ing: Incarcerated and without legal representa- 
tion, Gross took his case all the way to the U.S. 
Supreme Court and won the right to argue that 
the state has subverted his attempt to secure a 


fair and thorough parole hearing. (Medlock 
and the TCRP didn’t come on board until after 
the Supremes accepted his appeal.) 

Historically, it’s been tricky for inmates to 
demonstrate a liberty interest within the con- 
text of incarceration, especially as it applies to 
parole, says Habem. Largely, this is because 
there is no right to be free on parole - to be 
released from prison before the end of an 
imposed sentence (in Gross’ case, 25 years); so 
to build a successful civil-rights case, Gross 
will have to show a fundamental deprivation of 
liberty. Although many states do acknowledge 
that an inmate has a right to a due process 
interest in parole determinations, Habem says 
the Texas statutes do not specifically acknowl- 
edge that right. Thus, according to Habem, the 
key to reforming the state’s parole system is to 
first amend the law to specifically acknowledge 
that interest - requiring a legislative conces- 
sion that the lack of fairness and transparency 
in the parole process violates the constitutional 
right of due process. “They have got to create 
some essence of a constitutional obligation by 
the state that recognizes a potential for [the] 
violation” of an inmate’s civil rights, says 
Habem. As it stands, he says, “I’ve never seen 
such a dysfunctional system as exists in Texas” 
- a system that allows the parole board to 
become a “bully.” “They’ve been bullies so 
long that they’re just used to it.” But it’s not 
the individual members that are the problem, 
he says; it’s the system they work under. “It’s 
not the members of the team playing on the 
field,” that slant things, he says. “It’s the field” 
that’s slanted. 


recourse to correct any mistakes contained 
therein. In fact, says Habern, parole-file errors 
are incredibly common. In one client’s file, 
Habern says he found “18 factual errors” in a 
summary, prepared by a prosecutor who sup- 
posedly was describing the inmate’s crime. 
Another time he discovered that somehow his 
client’s modest arrest record had been inad- 
vertently replaced in his file with the lengthy 
- and violent - record of another inmate of 
the same name. “It is a whacked-out 
system,” Habern says, a system where 
you “lose the element of fundamental 
fairness. It’s like saying, ‘Go into the 
arena and fight with the lions - but here, 
wear this blindfold.’” 

Certainly, there is something inherently 
unfair about a system that eliminates every 
carrot. Without the possibility of a reward 
for inmates that avail themselves of reha- 
bilitative opportunities - like education 
and work programs - what motivation is 
there to do anything more than mark time? 
Indeed, says Medlock, one way or another the 
majority of inmates will eventually be released 
back into the community. In other words, the 
trickle-down effect of creating an “appalling” 
and fundamentally unfair parole system could 
easily backfire - and, at least in Gross’ case, the 
combination of factors violates his right to due 
process. Habem agrees: “The whole system of 
parole in Texas needs to be ripped out of the 
book and reworked,” Habem says. “We’ve got 
to get away from this secrecy.” ■

Red State

U.S. 62 in the Texas Panhandle is a two-lane 
road with no shoulders, a straight line on land 
as flat as the palm of God’s hand - so flat, the 
skyline on all sides is below eye level and you 
have to look a bit down to see the horizon. 
The sky is contradictory, a clash of delicacy 
and enormity - as light a blue as can be, but 
massively so, all-enveloping. The flatness and 
the sky distort space. Without a farmhouse or a 
windmill to judge by, it’s hard to tell one mile’s 
distance from five. Miles of plowed fields, but 
there’s more prairie grass than there used to 
be, less cultivation. Then you come upon an 
almost ghost town, one of hundreds across the 
West and Midwest. 

Just a few homes, and some are empty. A 
historical marker announces, “Village of Cone 
- Named in 1903 for J.S. Cone - Town Once 
Had a School, Stores, and Churches.” No trace 
of anything now but the school: red brick, two 
spacious wings, windows boarded. Engraved in 
stone over the front doors: “19 Cone 23.” That 
sign speaks of pride and hope. They expected 
something here that never happened: a future. 

Floydada, the county seat, is a few miles 
north of Cone. Like most county seats in such 
places, a proud, well-built courthouse in the 
center of town marks where the action used

to be. Driving the four streets that branch off 
from the old courthouse, I counted 55 defunct 
stores. Founded in 1890, Floydada’s official 
population is now said to be almost 4,000. Try 
and find them. Wherever they are, they’re not 
downtown; they don’t frequent these stores, 
and they don’t go to the long-closed picture 
show. The people who built this place did not 
expect this to happen. They didn’t found this 
town to see it all but dead by the time their 
grandchildren were old. 

Continue north on State Road 207. There’s 
a marker where the town of Della Plain has 
disappeared. Once, on this immense expanse, 
there stood “a school, church, post office, 
stores, and a newspaper.” Now there are not 
even any ruins. 

Up the road is what used to be a farmhouse. 
Just its corner remains, gray bent wood, beside 
a tilting gray privy. You see a lot of that in 
the middle of nowhere, all over the West 
and Midwest. Down in Terlingua on the Rio 
Grande, Spider Johnson and I sat on an old 
porch from which we could see what was left 
of several long-abandoned homes. “Toil and 
dreams,” Spider said. “That’s all that remains 
of their toil and dreams.” 

Further up 207 is Silverton, population 



771. Another county seat, founded in 1892, the time when Dixie and I would drive 50-ish 
its proud and all-but-empty courthouse was miles from Clarendon, across the Red River 
built in 1922. A Web site reports that in 1984, and up the Caprock to a cafe in Silverton that 

Silverton had 27 businesses. That was around baked terrific pies. We’d have our pie and cof-

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fee and then enjoy the beautiful miles back 
to Dixie’s. That cafe still stands, empty, like 
most of Silverton, where there are no longer 
27 businesses. More like seven, if that. In 10 
or 20 years there probably won’t be anyone in 
Silverton or Floydada or many another sites of 
toil and dreams across the lands that commen- 
tators dismiss as “red states.” 

Between Silverton and Clarendon you see 
more ghost houses and ghost gas stations and 
a tiny ghost store, and every year they crumble 
a little more. Clarendon sits on four lanes of 
U.S. 287, the main highway from Dallas to 
Denver. The road and a junior college keep 
the town alive, but I counted 33 empty store- 
fronts. The proud county courthouse hasn’t 
been active for many years. Sonic, Pizza Hut, 
Lowe’s, Dollar General, Best Western, and 
NAPA/Shell franchises siphon their profits 
somewhere far away from this town that 
once boasted two first-rate hotels for railroad 
men (one long empty, one now the site of a 
struggling local restaurant). Drive north of 
Clarendon on State Road 70 across the Salt 
Fork of the Red River to 1-40. Not far south of 
1-40 is a marker documenting the first burial 
ground in “this area of Donley County, 1895.” 
It was the town of Jericho. It had “a station of 
the Chicago Rock Island and Gulf Rail Line” in 
“about 1902.” There was a town and a rail sta- 
tion here! They left no ruins, just graves. This 
road follows the route of the cattle drives on 
their way to Dodge City, Kan., in a time when 
people thought they were building a way of 
life that would prosper, in a place where they 
expected their kin to live for centuries. 

In Paducah, miles south of Clarendon, I 
counted again: 44 empty storefronts and what 
looks like an abandoned factory, plus the old 
county courthouse, the dark picture show, and 
the hollow railroad hotel. Drive any direction 
for hundreds and hundreds of miles and you 
see the same thing. I know. I’ve driven every 
state in the West and Midwest these last sev- 
eral years, and everywhere you see the same 
thing: barely alive towns, ruins of toil, ruins of 
dreams, ruins of a future that people worked 
hard for - a future that never came. 

A year ago November, I drove Kansas and 
Nebraska with Dave Johnson (no relation to 
Spider). We’d read that in many counties there 
were now fewer people than in the late 1800s, 
and we wanted to see for ourselves. Prairie grass 
swayed in the wind where there ’d been farms. 
Town after town looked much like what I’ve 
described of the Texas Panhandle. The archi- 
tecture is different but always the beautifully 
built and long-abandoned county courthouse 
and dozens of empty stores. In Kansas and 
Nebraska you don’t see the diversity that you 
now see even in small Texas towns. Instead, 
you see mostly large white people of a certain 
ilk, the great- and great-great- and great-great- 
great-grandchildren of those who pioneered 
these plains. And many of these folks disliked 
me on sight. 

I forget the name of the Kansas town where 
we stopped for lunch. It was like a scene in 
an old Western: We walk in; everybody looks; 
everybody stares as we take our seats. Dave, he 
could be a businessman from down the road 
(as, in fact, he is) - distinguished looking, tall, 
gray hair, casual clothes. He walks into this 
diner alone, and he’s fine. Me - maybe it’s 
the hat, the gray ponytail, how I walk, I don’t 
know. But the people in that Kansas diner, in 


particular - they looked at me with naked, 
livid hatred. (So did old women in Nebraska 
the next day. As I passed, one said to another, 
“Well, he’s different.” She spat “different” as 
though the word meant something vile.) In 
the diner, one farmhand couldn’t take his eyes 
off me. Sitting with his friends at lunch, he 
stopped eating and stared at me. His face was 
trembling - trembling! - with rage and hate. I 
expected something nasty to go down, but all 
he did was stare. I was baffled. Why me? 

Perhaps this is why: 

These people are watching their towns 
die. Watching their way of life die. They 
are living the end of their dream, and they 
didn’t believe that could happen. Like their 
ancestors, they’ve worked hard and hard and 
hard. They’ve played by the rules, believed 
the right things, worshipped the proper God, 
lived as they deeply felt life should be lived, 
and they’re losing everything that matters to 
them. And there’s nothing they can do about 
it except to keep working hard, because 
that’s all they know. They’re losing a way of 
life because of forces beyond their ken. Giant 
agribusiness, globalization, politicians sell- 
ing them out, a tidal wave of history sweep- 
ing them away. Republicans and right-wing 
demagogues play to them, so they vote for 
Republicans. But it doesn’t help. Liberals and 
Democrats rarely come to talk to them, and 
still more rarely talk with them - why, then, 
would they vote for liberals and Democrats? 
“Blue state” snobs make jokes about the 
stupid “red states.” These rural people are 
not stupid. They’re furious. Time has passed 
them by, and they don’t know why. They’ve 
done and been everything that they were 
taught to do and be, and it’s come to noth- 
ing. That’s what liberals don’t get. These peo- 
ple are furious, and they’ve got something to 
be furious about, however much their fury 
may be misdirected. They want somebody to 
blame - a useless but human need. 

So I walk into their Kansas diner, and in 
my differentness I become an instant symbol 
of what’s pulling them down. Their kids are 
leaving town, their towns are dying, their lead- 
ers are failing them, they’re helpless to stop 
it. They expected to live prosperously in these 
places for centuries - their courthouses were 
built to last centuries. They’re losing it all, and 
there’s no one to give a damn. They didn’t 
believe this could happen - could not conceive 
that their time would be so short and that 
their toil would be futile and that their dreams 
would die so hard. ■

AWARDS: The stars at night are 
big and bright ...

School of rock 

Jack Black had to instruct kids in the fundamentals of rock-etry on 
the sly, but there are some schools that offer real degree programs in 
popular music, educating students in everything from how to play and 
sing rock & roll or R&B to mastering the technology behind it to music 
management. One of the most prestigious anywhere is the Liverpool 
Institute for Performing Arts, which has about as royal a rock pedigree 
as one can get: It was co-founded by one-fourth of the Beatles, Sir 
Paul McCartney. He and Mark Featherstone-Witty, who saw the 1980 
film Fame and was inspired to develop a similar training academy in 
England, opened the performing-arts college to provide broad-based 
training for young artists aspiring to professional careers in theatre, 
dance, and popular music. The pair launched the venture in 1996 in 
the same old building where McCartney had gone to school, and in its 
first decade, LIPA grew from 190 students to 650 students from 40 
countries, about 40 of whom come from the States. (Austin’s Django 


Walker is an alumnus.) Degree programs include audio engineering, 
technical theatre, theatre design, arts management, acting, dance, 
and popular music - the largest program, covering production and per- 
formance in styles from rock to rhythm & blues. 

Ordinarily, you’d have to go to England to audition for a spot in the 
LIPA program, but this week the school is coming to you. For the sec- 
ond time in two years, LIPA will be auditioning Yanks in Austin. Alas, Sir 
Paul isn’t coming, nor is Mark Featherstone-Witty, who made the trip in 
2005, but that doesn’t make these auditions any less important for 
aspiring students. The local auditions are for the three-year degree pro- 
grams in theatre, music, and entertainment management; theatre and 
performance design; theatre and performance technology; music; per- 
forming-arts music; and sound technology and for the one-year diploma 
programs in song and in popular music and sound technology. The audi- 
tions will be held Saturday, March 31, l-4pm, at 501 Post/501 Audio, 
501 N. 1-35.

to have been presented in January but was 
rescheduled when the city was shut down by 
icy weather.)

To understand Jimenez as an artist, it helps 
to know his beginnings. He came into the 
world midway through 1940 and deep into 
an El Paso summer (so you can just imagine 
what that labor was like). His father, a Mexican 
immigrant who had crossed the Rio Grande 
with his mother some 16 years earlier, owned 
a custom electric and neon-sign shop, where 
he made “big, over-the-top neon hotel signs 
with giant vaqueros and all the cliches of the 
Southwest,” according to Stephen Fleming, 
an old friend of Jimenez’s and the director of 
the Roswell Artis t-in-Residence Program. That 
was where the young Luis, who worked in the 
shop from the time he was 6 years old all the 
way through high school, learned to paint and 
fashion large works out of metal, and the imag- 
ery he saw there - the Hispanic cowboys and 
Mexican calendar maidens and such - came 
to inform his own artistic work. He was also 
deeply affected by his exposure to the work of 


Mexican muralists, such as Diego Rivera and 
Jose Clemente Orozco, on visits the family 
made to his parents’ homeland. 

Despite his early leanings toward art, 
Jimenez majored in architecture when he 
enrolled in the University of Texas at Austin in 
1960 (a decision influenced by his business- 
minded father). But he also took art classes 
and eventually made the switch to fine art, 
earning a bachelor’s degree in 1964. That 
time at UT constituted a true turning point for 
Jimenez. “Had I not gone to Austin,” he said 
in a 1998 interview, “I would never have had 
the kind of exposure to the world that I ended 
up having.” 

Following a brief time in Mexico City and 
frustrating periods back in El Paso (where he 
was recovering from a broken back) and Austin, 
Jimenez took off for New York. He suffered 
through lean years there as well, supporting 
himself for much of the time by working in 
a federal program for minority youth, but he 
did land a job as studio assistant to sculptor 
Seymour Lipton and eventually secured a solo 
show at the Graham Gallery. 

That show really opened the door for 
Jimenez into the art world, but even though 
he enjoyed his first professional successes as

Honky Tonk 


“Small” is not a word typically associated 
with Luis Jimenez. The El Paso native created 
art on a grand scale, constructing vibrantly 
colored fiberglass sculptures of Aztec warriors 
and working-class immigrants, vaqueros and 
wild horses, which were truly monumental 
-10 feet tall, 25 feet, more. The Mustang that 
he was working on at the time of his death 
in June of 2006 - that literally killed him, 
tragically enough - was 32 feet tall. And the 


outsized generosity and good cheer - to fellow 
artists, to students, to neighbors, to nonprofits 
- as for his artwork. The only time you’re likely 
to find the word “small” applied to the man is 
in regard to the size of his ego.

controversies that these works regularly engen- 
dered were, more often than not, of like size. 
Throughout his four-decade career, Jimenez 
was embroiled in extremely heated wrangles 
over his choice of materials (fiberglass being 
too lowbrow for high art), his choice of sub- 
jects (poor immigrants and Aztecs not being 
Western enough for Western art), and his depic- 
tion of his own people (reinforcing negative 
stereotypes of Latinos). The artist was able not 
only to defend himself against such charges 
but frequently to win over his critics because 
he had a smile and a heart at least as big as 
his sculptures. Among those who knew him, 
Jimenez is remembered almost as much for his

When someone has left such a massive impres- 
sion on the art world - and the world in 
general - it’s only natural that people would 
want to honor the person. Thus, Texas Folklife 
Resources, which was on the receiving end 
of Jimenez’s generosity in what turned out 
to be the final months of his life, is hosting a 
program to discuss Jimenez’s life and creative 
legacy. (See “Luis Jimenez: The Texas Folklife 
Resources Tribute.” This event was originally 
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a result, neither New York nor the gallery life 
were where Jimenez wanted to be. He didn’t 
care for the city itself or, as he put it in a later 
interview, “the limited audience that museums 
and galleries attracted,” so in 1972, when he 
received an offer to come to Roswell, N.M., 
and be a fellow in an artist residency program, 
Jimenez took it. Back home in the Southwest, 
he fully embraced its culture and images for 
his art. Native Americans hunting buffalo, 
rodeo queens, farmers at the plow, Mexicans 
crossing the border, honky-tonks, vaqueros 
- these became his subjects, rendered larger 
than life and in the boldest of hues. And he 
saw to it that they weren’t relegated to the 
exclusive showplaces of the art-world elite but 
were placed in public spaces, where the people 
whose lives and culture they were celebrating 
could appreciate them and, indeed, make them 
part of their lives. 

Jimenez’s pursuit of this egalitarian ideal 
didn’t always come easily. Many of his works 
were fiercely resisted, such as his most famil- 
iar work, the 1980s sculpture Vaquero, one

version of which lives in Houston’s Moody 
Park and another of which stood outside 
the Smithsonian American Art Museum in 
Washington, D.C., for many years. Initially, it 
was slammed for its glorification of violence 
and of a negative stereotype, that of the wild 
Mexican with a gun. Jimenez took pains to 
explain that the statue was actually a celebra- 
tion of the original cowboy, as he came from 
Mexico, and thus an effort to reclaim that 
part of Mexican-American heritage. The gun 
was included as a nod to the tradition of the 
equestrian statue, which always depicts its 
human subject with a weapon. “No one would 
dream of taking away Robert E. Lee’s gun or 
George Washington’s sword,” he once said, 
“but somehow the thought of a Mexican with 
a gun is seen as a big threat.” 

Typically, the controversies were eventually 
defused, and Jimenez’s work was embraced 
by the public that he considered his true audi- 
ence. Vaquero became a popular greeter for 
visitors to the Smithsonian (it was reinstalled

Luis Jimenez: 

The Texas FoLkLife 
Resources Tribute 

One of the last creative projects that Luis 
Jimenez completed was a drawn-on-stone lith- 
ograph that he created for Texas Folklife 
Resources. Titled La Voz de la Frontera, the 
21.5-inch by 26.5-inch, black-on-white print 
was the artist’s gift to the organization to help 
it raise funds for its Border Radio series, live 
performances that celebrate the megawatt 
“border blaster” stations that broadcast often 
strange but always fascinating material from just across the Mexican border for much of the 20th 
century. When he was working on the stone at Flatbed Press in March of last year, he told TFR’s 
Lynne Margolis how border radio figured into his own life: “I worked on my artwork very late at 
night, and of course, that’s when you can get the best reception. I did hear music that I could not 
hear any other way. ... I did hear Wolfman Jack and primarily black musicians or somebody I never 
would have heard, given where I was growing up.” Sixty prints were finished before Jimenez’s 
death, and TFR has already sold several. 

This week, Texas Folklife Resources will pay tribute to Jimenez with a panel discussion featuring 
three experts on his career: Houston gallery owner Betty Moody, who handles Jimenez’s work; Art 
in America writer Charles Dee Mitchell; and UT-Arlington professor and gallery director Benito 
Huerta. The talk takes place Wednesday, April 4, 7:30pm, at Flatbed Press, 2830 E. MLK. It is free 
and open to the public.

shortly after Jimenez’s death), and Southwest 
Pieta, a large sculpture at Longfellow Park in 
Albuquerque, N.M., that combines Christian 
imagery with Aztec mythology in a way that 
originally made some folks uncomfortable, was 
later declared a national treasure. 

While Jimenez more or less turned away 
from the art world, it continued to recognize 
him and the importance of his work. It has 
been displayed at the Museum of Modern 
Art and included in the Whitney Biennial 
in 1973 and 1991, and works of his have 
been purchased for the collections of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, the Rockefeller 
Foundation, the Art Institute of Chicago, and 
the Hirshhorn Museum, among others. His 
many honors include two fellowship grants 
from the National Endowment for the Arts, 
four NEA Art in Public Places commissions, 
a Skowhegan Sculpture Award in 1989, the 
New Mexico Governor’s Award in 1993, the 
Texas Artist of the Year Award in 1998, and 
a Distinguished Alumnus Award from UT. 
In the 1990s, two major exhibitions of his 
works toured the country, “Luis Jimenez: 
Working Class Heroes: Images From a Popular 
Culture” and “Luis Jimenez: Man on Fire.” 

He continued to be much in demand right to 
the end. He had commissions for a sculpture 
honoring firefighters for the city of Cleveland 
and one of Cesar Chavez for Houston, as well 
as the troubled Mustang he was creating for 
Denver. The statue, intended for the Denver 
International Airport, had been commissioned 
back in 1992 and was to be delivered four 


years later, but the colossal figure of the rearing 
horse proved to be much more complicated 
than expected, and it was still incomplete a full 


decade past the original deadline. But Jimenez 
appeared to be closing in on completion of 
the work in June last year. On the morning 


of the 13th, he was working on it again in his 
studio in Hondo, N.M., where he had made 
his home for many years. With the help of 
two employees, he was using a hoist to move 
the massive horse’s hindquarters, but then it 
came loose and smashed into the artist’s leg 
while he was straddling a beam, crushing it and 
slicing open the femoral artery. Although the 
Hondo Emergency Medical Services responded 
quickly, he had lost so much blood that he 
died before he reached the emergency room 
at Lincoln County Medical Center. He was 
just weeks away from his 66th birthday. One 
measure of his standing in New Mexico and 
his place in the hearts of its people is that the 
state’s governor, Bill Richardson, ordered flags 
lowered to half-staff. In the back of the old 
truck Jimenez used to transport his sculptures, 
the artist was carried to a small canyon a few 
miles from his studio, where he was laid to 
rest in a hand-dug grave to Mexican folk songs 
played on a couple of guitars. 

The unexpected death of Luis Jimenez 
shocked those who knew him, and the circum- 
stances of his passing doubled the sense of 
loss. Even now, almost a year later, those who 
were close to him find it hard to believe that 
the man is gone. But as is always the case when 
these things happen, his work endures, and the 
giant footprints he left behind are still clear. 
After Jimenez’s passing, James Moore, former 
director of the Albuquerque Museum, put it 
this way: “If there were a Michelangelo living in 
our time, in terms of talent and creativity, Luis 
was it.” ■

Through Alfredo Jose Estrada, 
Havana speaks freely 

“You can easily find Havana on the map of 
the imagination,” opens Alfredo Jose Estrada 
in his latest book, Havana: Autobiography of a 
City. More than a prosaic history of the Cuban 
capital characterized by illusions and stereo- 
types, Estrada’s Havana tells its own story, 
beginning with the history of its “discovery” 
by Christopher Columbus in the 15th century 
and ending with the Cuban revolution of the 
late 20th century. Having been born in Cuba 
but fleeing with family from the revolution at 
the age of 2 and only returning 30 years later, 
the jokingly self-described expert on Cuba and 
Ernest Hemingway writes with a candor, wit, 
and purposeful personal interest in the coun- 
try wishing to assert its relevance on the 
world, especially with the looming death of 
Fidel Castro and the inevitable lifting of the 
U.S. embargo. After stops in several cities 
across the U.S., as well as in Europe, Estrada 
has recently moved back to Austin, where he’s 
working on a new novel about the Cuban revo- 
lution and its aftermath. Over coffee, we chat- 
ted with Estrada about Havana (Palgrave 
Macmillan, $24.95) and Cuba in general.

Austin Chronicle: So your father worked for 
Che Guevara? 

Alfredo Jose Estrada: He worked briefly for 
Che Guevara as an engineer when Guevara 
was the minister of industry. And Che Guevara 
is a very interesting figure. ... Because the 
myth is so different from 
the historical Che 
Guevara, the reality of 
Che Guevara. 

AC: I was actually glad 
that you mentioned the 
ridiculousness of 
Guevara’s stamp becom- 
ing such an icon for clue- 
less hipsters. Where do 
you think all of the affinity 
for Guevara , especially in 
the U.S., comes from? 

Do you think he’s 
deserving of such 
cultural-icon status? 

AJE: Why he became a 
cultural icon, it’s impossi- 
ble to say. There’s no 
question Guevara was a 
very romantic figure. ... 

[He] came to symbolize 
the romantic side of the 
Cuban Revolution, but of 
course the reality was very different. I mean, 
Che Guevara himself was personally ruthless; 
he was the guy who was in charge of the exe- 
cutions. Probably of all of the comandantes, 
including Castro, he was probably the best 
military leader. What I find ironic is the sense 
that Guevara himself would, first of all, be 
totally flabbergasted by the myth that he 
became because it’s so far from what he 
was, and second, I think he’d be horrified 
because he’s become a capitalist symbol. 

He’s used to sell everything from T-shirts to 
lighters, and Guevara hated capitalism, and 
he hated America.

AC: You write , " One of the inherent difficulties 
of writing about Havana is finding a middle 
ground between political extremes.” Was this 
true in your case? 

AJE: Absolutely. Cuba is so politicized ... and 
whatever you say about Cuba is interpreted 
as a political stance, whether it’s in the 
United States or in Europe and Cuba itself, 
so the difficulty for me was I’m trying to 
describe the city. ... The political side of it, in 
terms of the revolution, is only the last chap- 
ter, so nine-tenths of the book has nothing to 
do with the Cuban Revolution, has nothing to 
do with Castro. ... There’s 
a lot of culture there that I 
wanted to talk about, but 
the way it’s interpreted is if 
you say something that’s 
good about Havana and 
Cuba, then you’re a com- 
munist; if you say some- 
thing bad, that means 
you’re an anti-communist. 

... In the book, I’m trying 
to start a dialogue as to 
what’s going on in Cuba 
beyond these fairly empty 
political categories and 
stereotypical images. Part 
of the reason why I wrote 
it is that when you look 
back at the whole scope of 
Cuban history, certain peri- 
ods have been really 
obscured and manipulated 
by historians in Cuba, 
Spain, and the United 
States. And some of these periods today, 
when I talk to people about them, they don’t 
know about. They’ve forgotten. 

AC: Why is the cigar “ the ultimate symbol of 
unrestrained capitalism”? 

AJE: Where does that go back to? You know, 
it’s these images of Richie Rich and his uncle 
with a big cigar. It probably goes back to peo- 
ple like J.P Morgan ... and Winston Churchill. 
... The cigar was very democratic. The first 
people smoking cigars were the black slaves 
and the poor in Havana, so the cigar was 
never an aristocratic thing, but somehow it 
acquired that image. ■

AFTER A FASHION

DEAR MR. KELSO I am neither “liber- 
tine” nor a “hippie.” But you, sir, sounded like 
an idiot in your column last Sunday in the 
Statesman and underscored that with the 
fact that you can’t tell the difference between 
The Austin Chronicle and South by Southwest. 

HAIR SCARE It was a very swanky private 
concert, and everyone was beautifully dressed 
for the occasion. But I could hardly believe 
what I was seeing. I was trying to pay atten- 
tion to the performer on the stage, but it just 
wasn’t possible. In the row in front of me was 
a guy with lustrous black hair ... and a lus- 
trous black scalp to match.

Here’s a classic good news/bad news 
story. The good news: This Saturday 
night, as part of the Texas Hill Country 
Wine & Food Festival, the Alamo Draft- 
house South Lamar will be the site of a 
night filled with great food from Vespaio, 
Asti, Fino, and the Drafthouse itself. The 
delicious food promises to be the high- 
light in a night full of highlights. Besides 
the great food, Kate MacMurray of 
MacMurray Ranch vineyards in the 
Russian River Valley will be bringing a 
few of her Pinot Noirs and a Pinot Grigio. 

The entertainment will be a showing 
of an acerbic skewering of the business 
world and its sexual politics, The 
Apartment. The 1960 film was nominat- 
ed for 10 Academy Awards and received 
five, including Best Picture and Best 
Director (Billy Wilder). The Apartment 
was the second film directed by Wilder 
with Kate’s father Fred MacMurray (last 
year’s festival feature Double Indemnity 
was the other). MacMurray, co-starring 
with Jack Lemmon and Shirley 
MacLaine, plays a cad with a lascivious 
eye for MacLaine. Looking for a clan- 
destine site to get some time alone 
with MacLaine, MacMurray asks one of 
his underlings, Lemmon, if he can bor- 
row his apartment. MacMurray offers a 
promotion as a carrot to keep Lemmon 


quiet. But when Lemmon falls for 
MacLaine and then finds out she is 
spending quality time with MacMurray, 
everything begins to unravel. The 
Apartment is one of the best farces of 
the 20th century. 

Kate will be sharing memories and 
answering questions about her father 
and about Billy Wilder, one of film’s all- 
time great directors. In addition, Kate is 
a respected filmmaker in her own right, 
so she offers helpful insights to budding 
directors, actors, and screenwriters. I 
will also be speaking at the event. 

The food comes from some of the 


best restaurants in Austin. Chef Emmett 
Fox is the owner of Asti and Fino, as well 
as being the ex-president of the festival. 
He will be joining chef Alan Lazarus, one 
of the owners of Vespaio, along with his 
chef de cuisine Ryan Samson. Chef John 
Bullington, formerly of Mars and now 
executive chef for the Alamo Drafthouse 
South, will join Emmett, Alan, and Ryan 
offering appetizers and desserts. All 
have designed foods expressly to match 
with MacMurray wines.

In Good Taste 


The Texas Hill Country Wine & Food Festival 
and the value of 'terroir'

Jeri Moore’s vibrant poster art for the 2007 Texas Hill Country Wine 
& Food Festival (at right) evokes images of the best aspects of the annual 
event. The painting celebrates the romance of enjoying good food and 
wine in a lovely pastoral setting, surrounded by the abundance of agri- 
culture. Starting today, several hundred people will gather in Austin to do 
just that: They will eat great food, drink good wine, and meet the talented 
artisans and dedicated producers responsible for those riches at an array 
of venues around Central Texas. 

After several years of flirting with national magazine affiliation, extrava- 
gant New York City promotional tours, and celebrity chef lineups resem- 
bling those of the TV Food Network, festival organizers have opted to 
make Central Texas’ considerable attributes the festival’s main attraction. 

They are showcasing the area with a seasoning of music and film and an 
excellent selection of regional fare. Talk about maximizing the terroir. 

The French word refers to all of the qualities of a wine growing region 
- soil, climate, elevation, etc. - that make grapes grown in one particu- 
lar area produce wines that are distinctive from wines made from the 
same grapes grown somewhere else. And just as Texas winemakers have 
learned over the years to grow grapes and make wines that are best suited 
to their own particular terroir, the THCWFF organizers have opted to 
render their annual event from among the most attractive venues and homegrown talents avail- 
able. This isn’t to say there won’t be some respected guest wineries and chefs as always. It’s just 
that Texas - and the best this region has to offer - will star. The weekend is chock-full of wine 
tastings, luncheons, dinners, seminars, film, cooking classes, and demonstrations. Chronicle wine 
writer Wes Marshall has already told you about his favorite event on p.42. Here’s a look at the 
festival elements that hold the most interest for me.

AFS ESSENTIAL CINEMA 

Spaces Between Realities: 

The Films of Michael Haneke 

During the next two months, as part of its 
ongoing Essential Cinema series, the Austin 
Film Society will be showing eight films by 
writer/ director Michael Haneke. Nothing 
could correspond so perfectly with the arrival 
of spring - in all its regenerative, erotic gid- 
diness - than eight suffocating movies that 
traffic almost exclusively in urban alienation, 
family trauma, and dispassionate ultraviolence. 

Born into a theatrical family in 1942 in 
Munich, Haneke became a film director in

1989, after working for years in the German 
television industry. His debut film, The 
Seventh Continent (which launches the 
series on April 3), established the outlines 
of a landscape Haneke has continuously 
traveled for the past 20 years, one marked 
by violent despair and an eerie, permeating 
malevolence. Like many of Haneke’s films, 
The Seventh Continent (the first in what 
would come to be known as his “emotional 
glaciation” trilogy) reflects on the sinister 



and subtle forces eating away at the facade 
of contented bourgeoisie life in the late 20th 
century. One can only imagine what the guy 
is like at cocktail parties. 

The Seventh Continent is followed by 
Benny’s Video and 71 Fragments of a 
Chronology of Chance, both of which explore 
the emotional fragility of modern existence 
and raise the bar for cringing cinematic vio- 
lence. Unlike many of his cinematic contem- 
poraries who play violence for visceral kicks 
(Quentin Tarantino comes to mind), Haneke 
uses brutality as a means of exploring 
human disassociation, and his scenes are 
the more horrible for their distance. In 
Benny’s Video, a young woman who has the 
unfortunate luck of meeting the film’s titular 
hero is murdered, and Haneke, rather than 
granting his audience the emotional outlet 
of witnessing the crime, chooses instead to 
have the action take place offscreen, with 
the victim’s screams - heard for unending 
minutes - supplying the rope that ties her 
terror to ours. 

This unrelenting fascination with the psy- 


chological torment and voyeuristic fascina- 
tion that attend acts of hurt is Haneke’s call- 
ing card, and it has secured his reputation 
as one of the most controversial and divi- 
sive filmmakers working today. His abilities, 
meanwhile, have secured him as one of the 
finest. His first collaboration with actress 
and longtime admirer Juliette Binoche, 
2000’s Code Unknown, drew on Haneke’s 
vision of a disjointed world populated by 
haunted souls and expanded it to take in 
the whole of Europe. “If Funny Games was 
the conclusion of my Civil War trilogy,” 

Haneke said at the time, “Code Unknown 
could be given the heading of ‘World War.”' 

It brought Haneke wider acclaim and earned 
him the Cannes Film Festival’s Prize of the 
Ecumenical Jury, which is, without question, 
the best of all possible names for an award. 
2001’s The Piano Teacher was an arthouse 
triumph, winning the Grand Jury Prize at 
Cannes and innumerable accolades for its 
star, Isabelle Huppert, who shines as Erika 
Kohut, a middle-age music instructor with 
sadomasochistic predispositions. 

2005’s Cache, which will close the series, 
is perhaps Haneke’s greatest success to 
date. Starring Binoche as Anne Laurent, a 
wife and mother whose family life is turned 
inside out by the mysterious appearance of a 
surveillance video tape, Cache finds Haneke 
once again probing the depths of paranoia 
and distrust and tightening the screws on 
seemingly placid middle-class existence. As 
with so many of Haneke’s protagonists 
before her, Laurent is beset on all sides by 
nameless, malevolent forces rising out of her 
family’s dark past. 

And, with that, bring on the springtime.

FILM NEWS

Tim League missed his own press confer- 
ence announcing the original Alamo Draft- 
house’s move to the Ritz on Sixth Street. No 
worries: His partner in crime (and in life), 
Karrie, handled it ably. Meanwhile, League 
was rafting down Georgia’s Chattooga River, 
the filming locale of Deliverance. More about 
that below, but first the move details: 

The Alamo was clearly doomed in its cur- 
rent Downtown locale with a doubling of rent 
looming due to rampant growth in the 
Warehouse District. The Downtown Austin 
Alliance had suggested the former Hard 
Rock Cafe site, but League nixed the build- 
ing as unworkable. Next, the DAA talked to 
Ritz property owners Larry and Mary 
Craddock, who wanted to see the historic 
theatre showing films again in the area. A 
deal was brokered in a matter of weeks that 
included a buyout of current Ritz operator 
Bob Woody’s contract. League sees it as a 
big step up from a beloved theatre that 
admittedly had a lousy layout and a smallish 
screen. The Alamo at the Ritz will feature 
two full-sized screens and stadium seating, 
at the same time maintaining the kind of 


programming that has branded the 
Downtown Alamo’s style. 

“I love the Downtown space as much or 
more than anybody,” says League of the 
original Alamo Drafthouse site. “Karrie and I 
built it with our own hands, but we didn’t 
really have great construction skills back 
then. There are lots of things we chose 
because we didn’t have the budget to do it 
effectively. This gives us a chance to start 
from scratch with my favorite theatre space 
and do a first-class job.” 

The Leagues will seek historic status for 
the Ritz site, which they optimistically 
hope to have open by August (only if every- 
thing goes very smoothly). Demolition 
crews are already contracted on April 1 
(no fooling) to take the Ritz down to its 
basis structure. The original Alamo will 
remain open in the interim, but the land- 
lord is actively seeking a new tenant, 
League says. Look for regular construction 
updates on the Alamo Drafthouse blog 
(www.originalalamo.com), and check out the 
new Wikipedia Ritz page the Alamo has 
started rife with Ritz history. 

'FRIDAY NIGHT' MIGHT 

The Austin City Council has approved an 
economic development agreement with NBC 
Universal that will provide a $40,000 incen- 


tive for each of the first two seasons of 
Friday Night Lights shot in Austin. That, of 
course, assumes the show will have a sec- 
ond season and that the network will choose 
to shoot here again. Neither is a certainty at 
this time, as the Texas Legislature mulls 
statewide incentives for the film and televi- 
sion industries. Stay tuned. 

AND THE REST... 

The Dallas-shot film Living and Dying, star- 
ring Austin actor Curtis Wayne, premieres 
at the AFI Dallas International Film Festival 
this Saturday with Wayne - who plays a 
crazed killer - in attendance and has been 
picked up for distribution by HBO in May... 
Bob Ray’s “pseudo-intellectual low-brow 
scatological monkey cartoon” “APE SHIT” is 
up for your amazement at SuperDeluxe.com... 
Local animating duo Jason Archer and Paul 
Beck have been commissioned by Al Gore’s 
Live Earth Action Committee to make a short 
film very quickly for showing at the Tribeca 
Film Festival...

REEL BASEBALL: BASEBALL FILMS 
FROM THE SILENT ERA 

Kino, $29.95 (April 3) 

“ BASEBALLIUM DEMENTIA,” reads Bugs 
Baer’s opening title card in 1920’s Headin’ 
Home. “A disease of the brain that attacks a 
baseball fan in his weakest spot - THE ???” 

Cut to hundreds of them bottlenecking a con- 
course, a rushing tide of straw porkpies playing 
hookie, shot from above. Cut to the players 
trotting onto the field, coming toward the cam- 
era: smooth, easy movements; laughing; lucky. 
Cut to a slim, grinning Babe Ruth in the dugout, 
awaiting his moment as an unlikely matinee 
idol. Cut to me fighting a losing battle to resist 
the literary whimsy that strains most baseball 
writing. To watch Kino’s two discs full of fable 
and lore - every- 
thing from Casey to 
Felix the Cat, varied 
shorts and scattered 
rarities set to piano 
and organ - is to 
see how that would 
come to be. If you’ll 
always have the old 
ball game and the 
old, weird America 
(with apologies to 
Greil Marcus) in your 
heart, you’ll want to 
have this well-produced set in your collection. 
Ruth’s narrative leads things off in legendary 
style, but it’s 1909’s “His Last Game,” which 
sings the ballad of Choctaw Bill Going, as well 
as “The Busher” (1919) that provide the real 
pop. Charles Ray, Colleen Moore, and John 
Gilbert might as well be Kevin Costner, Susan 
Sarandon, and Tim Robbins in the latter, a 
moody love story that spends as much time on 
the dance floor as it does on the diamond.

NOT JUST THE BEST OF THE LARRY 
SANDERS SHOW 

Sony, $49.95 (April 17) 

Speaking of old and weird, Garry Shandling 
has apparently lost it. Amid the generous 
extras on this four-disc collection of 23 epi- 
sodes, his “intimate, personal, indulgent visits 
with my friends that are meant for only me to 
see” stand out as revealing studies of ego and 
regret, awkward unedited stretches that go from 
train wreck (Carol Burnett, by no fault of hers) 
to charming and bizarre (Tom Petty) to fasci- 
nating (Jerry Seinfeld). Throughout the eight 
encounters - supplemented by shorter inter- 
view setups with the likes of Janeane Garofalo, 
Wallace Langham, 
Scott Thompson, 

Mary Lynn Rajskub, 
Bob Odenkirk, and 
Sarah Silverman 
- Shandling seems 
self-conscious in 
both the moment 
and of his legacy, not 
to mention sedated 
and sad. This is not 
just a Jewish comic’s 
neurosis at work: 

This is a guy in seri- 
ous trouble. Still, said guy is smart and funny, 
and his 1992-1998 masterpiece remains so. A 
living-room sit-down with Jeffrey Tambor and Rip 
Torn a decade after the trio made HBO what it 
is today - in the process remaking the medium 
- hopefully served as his intervention. - S.B. 
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“I wake up. I turn off the alarm. I take a shower. With 
soap.” Chris Pratt is journaling his daily activities. He makes 
the coffee when his blind roommate, Lewis, isn’t around. 

He locks his keys in the car, but a spare is safely tucked 
away in his shoe. He goes to class. He writes. He’s working 
on sequencing. Chris is broken but not ruined. He’s truth 
incarnate, a young boy trapped in a man’s body. 

Scott Frank’s The Lookout isn’t a film about brain 
injuries. It’s not even about memory loss or tugging on 
bootstraps. Essentially an expertly crafted heist movie, The 
Lookout is a tale of human endurance and for- 
giveness. A master of character portrayal, writer 
and first-time director Frank has molded the life 
of Chris around the model American teenager: 

A championship high school hockey player’s 
dreams are crushed in one night on a dark farm 
road outside of Kansas City, Kan. It’s a beauti- 
ful scene of fireflies and blackness, innocence 
and invincibility. And then there’s silence. 

Frank ( Dead Again, Little Man Tate, Get 
Shorty ) is no stranger to American cinema. For 
the last two decades, his screenplays have been 
touched by the likes of Kenneth Branagh, Jodie 
Foster, Sydney Pollack, and Stevens Soderbergh 
and Spielberg. Nominated for an Academy 
Award in 1999 for his adaptation of the Elmore 
Leonard novel Out of Sight, Frank is comfort- 
able in Hollywood. But behind the camera 
was unfamiliar territory. If The Lookout is any 
indication, Frank’s next 20 years might have 
him trade pen for lens. 

Bolstered by stirring performances from 
Joseph Gordon-Levitt - who has had star writ- 
ten all over his chiseled jaw ever since he grew 
out of his 3rd Rock From the Sun adolescence - 
as Chris Pratt and Jeff Daniels as Lewis, The Lookout dives past 
the surface into an escalatory examination of the psyche. After 
his accident - after relearning how to tie his shoes, hold a mop, 
count money - Chris finds work as a night jani- 
tor at the local farm bank, which is where the 
bad guys come in. You know the ones: out to 
make a buck, not worried about trampling the 
roses, firm believers in The Lookout's mantra, 

“Whoever has the money has the power.” But 
Chris isn’t about to be someone else’s victim. 

As South by Southwest 07’s opening-night 
film, The Lookout made its world premiere here, 
away from the glamour of Hollywood and the 
snow of a Kansas City, Kan., via Winnipeg, 

Manitoba, winter. We spoke to Frank the after- 
noon before his screening about the art of film- 
making, the acceptance of a screenwriter, and 
his directorial debut. 


Safe Cracking 


Longtime screenwriter and first-time

Austin Chronicle: Where did the premise for the 
movie come from, and how long have you been 
working on it? 

Scott Frank: I’ve been working on this film 
for about 10 years. The initial impetus was two 
things really. I’d been reading about these little 
farm banks in rural parts of America that for a 
couple of weeks would have a lot of money in 
them. . . . And then a friend of a friend had gotten into a hor- 
rible accident. . . . There was a collision at an intersection that 
they were waiting to cross the street at, and they were actually 
pinned against a pole. Serious head trauma and coma for a peri- 
od of time and then woke up an entirely different person. I’ve 
always been fascinated with identity in my movies. Little Man 
Tate is about a kid who’s a man in a little boy’s body, and Dead 
Again is about people really searching for their identities only 
to find out that they experience life as this completely different 
gender in a past life. Get Shorty is about a loan shark who really 



wants to be a movie producer, and Out of Sight is about a bank 


robber who wished he could’ve led a different life so he could 
have a romantic relationship with a federal marshal. They all 
have been about that. Those two notions just gradually began to 
come together in my head as one, and I started to think about 
it as a movie and what it could be. 

AC: How did the director’s shoes fit you? 

SF: I wanted to do this because I really wanted to try something 
different. I didn’t want to do it because I felt my work had 
been messed up. I’ve worked for some great directors and have 
been very well served over the years. I think the impetus for 
me was really to learn something new and to feel alive through 


the learning process. So stepping into the director’s shoes 
was very scary on one hand, because it was a completely 
new thing, but on the other hand, it was exactly what I 
was asking for. 

AC: I read that you live for writing. I wonder how it feels as a 
screenwriter to have your work distorted, even if it’s sometimes 
changed for the better. 

SF: By the very nature, it’s distorted. You have to accept 
as a screenwriter that what you have in your head will 
never be on the screen. You hope that you respect what’s 
onscreen, and you hope you still see yourself 
in the work. But at the same time, the process 
is so collaborative that by its very nature, it’s 
very hard to see yourself. To affect your voice 
as a writer on the screen is a little like trying 
to pick a lock with a wet noodle. It’s very dif- 
ficult. Even as a director, the biggest lesson 
is you’re making compromises all the time. I 
think a lot of writers want to direct because 
they think they can control everything, but 
once a movie starts getting made, you’re just 
hanging on for dear life. ... I think control in 
life in general is illusory. You don’t have any. 
We’re all out of control. 

AC: Why have 10 years passed since you started 
writing The Lookout? 

SF: Well, I didn’t write it originally to direct 
myself. Originally, Sam Mendes was going to 
direct it, right before American Beauty came 
out. We spent some time working on the script, 
and then Sam went off to do Road to Perdition 
instead. And then some time lapsed, and David 
Fincher came on to direct it. David Fincher and 
I spent a good amount of time developing it 
before he then went on to go make Zodiac. . . . 
He left, and movie languished for a little while at DreamWorks, 
and I really didn’t want to go through the process with another 
director. I was really feeling like I had nothing on my plate to 
write, and I was experiencing all of those feel- 
ings I described before. I really wanted to direct, 
so I declared myself the director. 

AC: One of the things that I thought was really 
interesting was that both Chris Pratt and Lewis 
had been their own victims. What does being a 
victim mean to you? 

SF: I think that we as a society don’t take 
responsibility for our own actions, and I felt 
like both Chris and Lewis took responsibility for 
their own actions. Chris in the end caused a lot 
of heartbreak, and he was just hoping he would 
be forgiven. He didn’t blame it on anyone else; 
he blamed it all on himself. Lewis fully accepted 
the fact that he caused his own blindness, and 
I think that too often in our country, and in the 
world actually, we’re all victims. We don’t take 
any responsibility for own actions. 

AC: How do you feel about critics mentioning 
Memento in reference to your movie? 

SF: It drives me crazy, because the movie was 
written several years before Memento. It’s frus- 
trating, but there’s nothing I can do about it. 
Also the movie’s very different in terms of tone, 
in terms of what it’s about, and the memory 
thing is only a small part of it. And it’s only a small part of his 
pathology in terms of his accident, too; sequencing is actually 
a bigger issue for him, and emotional disinhibition is the other 
issue that he has. And that stuff is more prevalent than his 
memory issues for me. 

AC: So many of your characters have such little dialogue, but that 
makes the part. 

SF: If they’re onscreen, I believe they should resonate. Even if 
they’re giving someone directions, you want the character to 
have some sort of presence for the brief time they’re onscreen.

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War and Remembrance: Part I

Last week was a very sad week, punctuated 
by what’s turning out to be an even sadder turn 
of events. Producer and director Natatcha 
Estebanez died March 15 at the age of 45. 
She left her mark all over cable and broadcast 
TY most notably PBS. She was a series pro- 
ducer for Postcards From Buster and directed 
12 short films for the Favorite Poem Project, 
among other programs. For WGBH in Boston, 
she was a producer for La Plaza, producing 
and directing more than 35 documentaries, 
cultural programs, and music specials for local 
and national broadcast. Her local connection is 
with Austin filmmaker Hector Galan, working 
as a segment producer on Visiones, the six-part 
series surveying Latino arts and culture that 
aired in 2004. But I have to say the work that 
I most appreciate is her feature film, The Blue 
Diner (2001), directed by Jan Egleson from a 
script co-written with Estebanez. Just the other 
day, a friend from California called me after she 
happened upon “this great little film on PBS 
about a Latina mother and daughter.” 

Certain events, certain works become 
mapped on your emotional, spiritual DNA. The 
Blue Diner is one of those works for me. There 
is something powerful about seeing some part 
of yourself, some version of your existence, 
made real in a dignified way, and seeing it in 
a powerful and pervasive medium. Estebanez 
was not a household name, just another one of 
those behind-the-scenes soldaderas trying to do 
good work. She will be missed. 

This brings me to 
the other sad turn of 
events: the controver- 
sy around household 
name Ken Burns’ 

The War. The buzz 
started two months 
ago, but the proverbi- 
al you-know-what hit 
the fan when several 
high-profile Latino 
organizations (the 
American GI Forum, 
the Congressional 
Hispanic Caucus 
Institute, and the 
National Latino 
Media Council, to 
name a few) came 
out with calls to not 
air The War until 
Bums had remedied 
the exclusion of 
Latinos in his newest documentary, set to pre- 
miere Sept. 23. The strongest statement comes 
from the GI Fomm, which not only calls for 
viewers to boycott the film and PBS but calls 
for a “Congressional investigation of PBS fund- 
ing and [its] grant awarding process.” 

Burns addressed this controversy in a 
March 15 episode of NPR’s Fresh Air. David 
Bianculli, TV critic for the New York Daily 
News, interviewed Burns in a decidedly sym- 
pathetic interview that mildly masked his own 



exasperation at the criticism. Here is Burns’ 
response, quoted from the Fresh Air podcast, 
offered in its entirety because I think it’s 
important to hear exactly what Burns said: 

“I think the way we constructed [The War] 
sort of renders a little bit of the protest moot. 
I can understand particularly in the Hispanic 
community after 500 years of having so much 
of their history margin- 
alized [on] this conti- 
nent how important it is 
to be told, but we knew 
going in we weren’t 
going to be able to tell 
the whole story, and in 
fact we limited the film 
to four geographically 
distributed towns and a 
handful of people from 
those towns, and we’re 
actually not, with the 
exception of Japanese- 
Americans and to 
a much lesser extent 
African-Americans, who 
had an amazingly dif- 
ferent kind of American 
experience, i.e., they 
were interned and in 
segregated regiments, 
looking for any type of 
people in the film. We were looking for the 
universal, human experience of battle, what 
was it like to be in that war, and not try to 
cover every group. We left out lots of people 
in many different kinds of groups because we 
weren’t looking at it in that way.” 

Walk around with this for a week. I know 
I will. Until then, stayed tuned, because the 
dust is nowhere near settled on this story.

FIRE DRILL 


Even though it’s over (mercifully), South 
by Southwest can’t stay out of the news. 
Last week, South Congress clothing bou- 
tique FactoryPeople owners Le and 
Thomas Popov sent several local media 
outlets an open letter to SXSW organizers 
and the city of Austin (published on 
Austinist and Austin360.com) criticizing 
SXSW officials for giving the Austin Fire 
Department a list of nonsanctioned par- 
ties and events. 

One such gathering was FactoryPeo pie’s 
March 15 after-hours party, shut down by 
an AFD inspector less than an hour after it 
started. At issue was the store’s failure to 
secure a temporary change-of-use permit, 
which allows businesses that don’t normal- 
ly host public assemblies to do so. Le 
Popov says they were unaware they needed 
such a permit, and no one from AFD, the 
Austin Police Department, or any other 
city agency informed them they did. 

“We thought we were covering our bases 
by having police officers on the door and 
talking with them about what we needed to 
run the party efficiently,” she says. “We 
didn’t know we needed to contact every 
single agency, or we would have.” 

Similarly, “If we had known they were 
planning it, we would have informed them,” 
admits AFD Battalion Chief Don Smith. 
“The police officers should have informed 
them, because they’re aware of the ordinance.” 

SXSW did give AFD the list in question, 
says managing director Roland Swenson, 
but only in the interest of public safety 
and fair play. “We said, 'If you’re going to 
enforce codes on our events, you need to 
cover the events that aren’t ours, too,”' 
he says, noting the same list was also 
published in the Austin American- 
Statesman and several blogs. 

According to Smith, fire marshals 
shut down four parties during SXSW, at 
FactoryPeople, Blue Genie Theatre, Penn 
Field, and an unnamed Sixth Street loca- 
tion. Most venues, official and otherwise, 
were already in compliance, but, he says, “if 
they don’t already have a certificate of 
occupancy as a [place of] public assembly, 
then we need to go check it out.” 

Smith says AFD issued nine citations 
during SXSW: five for overcrowding, three 
for no public-assembly permit, and one for 
no occupant load card. Although no SXSW 
venues were cited or shut down this year, 
he adds, in years past AFD has done both. 
“They have definitely addressed it,” Smith 
says. “Every year I think they get better 
about making sure they’re legal.” 


LONG LIVE THE KING 


Gerry Van King, 

the busker known 
to locals and tour- 
ists alike as the 
King of Sixth 
Street, hung up his 
bass March 17. For 
the past several 
years, Van King was 
a fixture in front of 
Jazz restaurant, 
which closed the 
same weekend and 
will reopen this 
summer under new 
ownership as 
Roux. “Everything 
must come to an 
end,” Van King 
says. “When they 



closed, I closed.” Van King, 53, began playing on Sixth 
Street in 1988, entertaining everyone from former 
Gov. Ann Richards to members of the Dallas 
Cowboys and Houston Rockets. He won’t divulge 
how much he took in on a good night, saying, “I didn’t 
make no money; those are blessings.” Van King had 
numerous run-ins with the police over the years and 
was arrested for playing outdoors without a permit in 
February 2003, charges that were later dismissed. 

“By the time they arrested me, I didn’t need a permit, 
because I was on private property,” he explains. Van 
King, featured in the documentary The Last Days of the 
San Jose and the Austin City Limits opening montage 
2001-2006, says he plans to continue performing, 
albeit indoors, and work on his King’s Castle record 
label. He might even test the waters in Las Vegas. 

“I did it before, but I was nobody then,” he says. 

“I’m somebody now.” Meanwhile, manager Chad 
Stevenson says the volume of shows at the upstairs 
club the Parish should increase exponentially. “Now 
that I’m not bogged down with restaurant stuff, I can 
put 100 percent of my time into booking shows,” he 
says. Charles Attal Presents, PMC Productions, 
and Daughter Entertainment will all continue produc- 
ing shows at the Parish, he adds. “If the new owners 
see a week where there’s not four or five shows, they 
start freaking out,” Stevenson says. 


DRIVE TIME 


Hot rods from across 
the nation have already 
begun descending on South 
Congress for this weekend’s 
Lonestar Rod & Kustom 
Round Up, and several of the 
musicians playing (see www. 
lonestarroundup.com for a full 
schedule) have their own 
souped-up tales to tell. Jesse 
Dayton, who fell in love with 
hot rods watching ZZ Top vid- 
eos, pilots a 1950 Ford two- 
door sedan. “It’s lowered and 
Frenched, which means the 
taillights have been redone,” 
says Dayton, who plays

“It’s also shaved, which 
means there’s no handles or 
gas tank on it.” Rockabilly 
cats the Jungle Rockers 
play 4pm Friday at Jo’s Hot 
Coffee, and singer Jason 
Leonard gets to gigs in a 
1962 Cadillac convertible.

“It’s got a 350 in it, but I’ve gotta say, it’s not a 
real hot rod,” he says. “I take my garbage to the dump in it.” However, Miller’s rela- 
tives back in Michigan regularly compete in tractor pulls. “It’s so cold up there they 
just sit in their garage all winter long and dream up shit they can do with the 
engine,” he says. This weekend’s rainy forecast caused organizers to move 
Saturday’s main car show from Festival Beach to the Travis Co. Expo Center.

DAMON O'BANION 1972-2007 


Damon O’Banion, singer for several Austin and Houston hard-rock bands including Dixie 
Waste, Drunken Thunder, and the High Divers, died last Friday night of a suspected drug over- 
dose. He was 35. O’Banion was born in Houston and attended Lamar High School and the 
University of Houston. He wrote for the popular underground publication Thora-Zine, once set- 
ting up an interview between James Brown and Helios Creed, and also contributed to Public 
News, the Houston Press, and Whoopsy! “Damon was captivating, one of those performers you 
wish you were,” says friend Renee Montgomery, who shared a rehearsal space with Dixie Waste 
in Houston. “He was electrifying, energetic, and engaging, always forcing the audience to watch 
and listen.” O’Banion also worked in Whole Foods’ regional marketing department for several 
years and is remembered by friends as being kind, generous, and supportive almost to a fault. 
“He and his amazing wife, Leslie, were some of the very few to visit me in the hospital often,” 
says former Emo’s bartender Chris Tominaga, who was paralyzed in an October 2005 car acci- 
dent. “They even brought me food from Whole Foods.” Besides his wife, O’Banion is survived by 
his parents, brother, godson Thoren, and ward Raven Rance-Riley, for whom his family has set 
up a college fund through Wells Fargo.

No really, it’s true. 

If you stumble upon the Hancock Recreation 
Center some Wednesday evening, you’ll encounter 
a group of musicians sitting near a corner of the 
dance floor and playing banjos, fiddles, and other 
instruments associated with Appalachian folk music. 
They’ll be huddled in a circle, so close their knees 
are almost touching, fiddle bows flying precariously 
close to eye-poking level. Digging deep into their rep- 
ertoire, eyes fixed in concentration on one another or 
closed altogether in some ecstatic state of higher con- 
sciousness, all are tied together, sawing and banging 
out a single rudimentary and repetitive dance tune. 

Round and round they play the melody for the 
assembled dancers, mantralike, over and over for 
10, even 20 minutes at a time, stopping only when 
the dancers finally give in to exhaustion. The casual 
observer won’t understand what all the fuss is, this 
banjo skronk and scratchy fiddle squeak. Yet by 
simply listening, they’ll be missing the point entirely. 
This here is old-time music. 

Now the term “old-time music” could be properly 
applied to lots of things. For some, it evokes images 
of barbershop quartets or even what we call bluegrass 
today. It can also relate to points of reference, cultur- 
ally and geographically. It can mean “Cajun” in South 
Louisiana and “polka” in Milwaukee, Wis. The Texas 
Old Time Fiddlers Association promotes a flashy native 
Texas style of playing they call “old-time fiddling.” 
That’s not what’s going on at the HRC tonight. 

This brand of old-time music is performed in the 
style of Appalachian and Southern American fiddle 
culture, based in the musical tradition of Scotch- 
Irish immigrants of the 18th and 19th centuries and 
informed by the African-American experience, of 
which the banjo is the most obvious influence. Said 
banjo is played in “clawhammer” style, a rhythmic 
strumming style that predates modem bluegrass. 
Much like its Irish traditional cousin, OTM instru- 
mentation focuses on the melody, while the rhythmic 
drive of the fiddle and banjo creates an incredibly 
propulsive dance music. 

Because of the banjo and fiddle and its close 
attachment to Southern culture, OTM is often mis- 
taken for bluegrass, defined simply as music played 
in the style as originally performed by Kentucky’s 
Bill Monroe and his band, which prominently fea- 
tured the melodic three-string banjo of Earl Scruggs. 
Modem derivatives have sprung up over time, and 
in the contemporary music press, the term has 
been applied to just about anything remotely roots- 
oriented. Bluegrass may be “old-timey,” but it isn’t 
OTM. Scratch an OTM musician, however, and you 
will find someone who began in bluegrass. 

Bluegrassers in turn have had a somewhat rancor- 
ous relationship with fans of an earlier sound. When 
I first started playing bluegrass myself, I wondered 
what this OTM was that I was hearing about. They 
liked to say, “It’s just like bluegrass, only played 
poorly.” This joke belies a simple truth: Both genres 
sprang from the same well in many respects. A sim- 
plistic explanation is to paint OTM as the unsophis- 
ticated country mbe and bluegrass as its jazzed-up, 
citified cousin. 

A clumsy analogy maybe, but what’s clear is that 
where bluegrass was, and in some cases continues 
to be, music of commercial interest, OTM remains 
largely of and for informal social gatherings and 
dances. What’s certain, on the other hand, is that 
musicians and fans who fall for OTM find in it a 
hook that digs deep and crosses cultural and even 
generational lines. When two OTM pickers hap- 
pen across each other, no matter where, they’ll get 
together for a tune or two.

Old-Time Herald 

What is it about Austin, Texas, as far removed 
from Appalachia as NYC, that there’s a vibrant 
community of folks dedicated to playing OTM? 
Apparently what we have that other urban cities 
don’t is the Austin Friends of Traditional Music, 
which has become a hothouse of shared interest and 
musical connectivity. 

One of AFTM’s founders, Bernard Mollberg, came 
to traditional music in the wake of the first “Great 
Folk Music Scare” of the Sixties, when many urban- 
bom musicians discovered the folk music of rural 
America. Mollberg’s household had no musicians, 
but he was drawn to roots music at an early age. 
“When I saw Bonnie and Clyde, with its bluegrass 
soundtrack, I had to learn more about that sound. It 
seemed alien but extremely familiar all at once.” 

The Smithsonian Folklife Festival in Washington, 
D.C., in 1970, with performances by Doc Watson 
and others, sealed the deal. Moving to Austin in 
1971, Mollberg considered becoming a folklor- 
ist but instead fell into string-instrument repair. 
Mollberg cultivated his musical interest with locals 
Doc Hamilton, David Polacheck, Elizabeth Pittman, 
and David Allen, and together they founded the 
AFTM in 1974. “In those days, access to traditional 
music was quite limited compared to the multime- 
dia world of today,” points out Mollberg. Indeed, 
these folks had little information to work with, so 
by banding together, they increased their circles of 
mutual study. 

Today, AFTM maintains a Web site (see sidebar), 
a publication, and hosts both the popular Midwinter 
Festival at the Dougherty Arts Center and the newly 
minted Austin String Band Festival each October 
at Camp Ben McCullough. AFTM also hosts a 
series of house concerts and a regular jam session 
at Threadgill’s World Headquarters every second 
Sunday of the month. Quite an achievement for a 
group a friends that got together at somebody’s house 
more than 30 years ago to play some hillbilly tunes. 

Banjo picker Jerry Haggins is a good example of 
someone who came to Austin for school but stayed 
for the OTM. Growing up in Arlington, Haggins came 
to the banjo first and in the same way many of his 
generation did. 

“I had gotten a banjo on my 17th birthday, and 
I thought it was really cool that you could make 
your own music,” he says, recalling the Seventies. 
“At the time ‘Dueling Banjos’ was on the radio, 
and it sounds like a cliche today, but I thought it 
was just thrilling. It just so happened that the little 
local music shop my mom and I went to had a five- 
string banjo. 

“I was obsessed. You know, in a 17-year- old way, 
so I found a record store in Dallas, and that’s where 
I found my first ‘old-time’ LP It was in the tiny little 
blip of a bluegrass bin at the record store, but I was 
entranced by it.” 

Haggins’ interest blossomed when he moved to 
Austin in 1991. 

“At about the same time I moved here, I picked up 
a copy of The Old-Time Herald, which had an Austin 
issue,” continues Haggins. “In it there was an article 
that mentioned several local events and musicians in 
particular. I went, and I was surprised at how wel- 
coming they all were. In Philadelphia I had been to a 
couple of parties where my playing wasn’t up to other 
people’s standards, and they were nice and all, but I 
didn’t go back. At this thing, these folks were more 
open. It was mighty welcoming from the get-go.”

Not a Career Path 


One of the foundational attractions of OTM is its easy entree into a ready- 
built community. With the celebrated decline of “traditional” familial values 
and the assimilation of many cultures into the greater American milieu, this 
narrow focus on one kind of collaborative music-making allows people of 
diverse backgrounds to create their own village, if you will. One with its own 
mores and rules, maybe, but open to just about anyone. The only cost of 
admission is your love of the music and your desire to play it with others. 

At the dances and jam sessions over the years, I’m always struck by the 
pronounced lack of ego and absence of musical snobbery that one might 
normally encounter at similar gatherings of other genres of music. Given the 
traditional, learn-by-doing nature of OTM and the recognition that everyone 
began by playing awfully at first, jam sessions are marked by every level of 
instrumental acumen, from rank amateur to genuine professional-level musi- 
cianship. If you’ve come to fiddle, then by golly, rosin your bow and play it. 

That said, that very lack of ego can spiral into a curious phenomenon of per- 
suasive self-deprecation. A popular T-shirt sold at festivals proclaims, “Old Time 
Music: Better Than It Sounds,” and ultimately that may be the long and short 
of it. While many people, the AFTM included, work hard to promote apprecia- 
tion for this music, a generous portion of those who play it seems resigned to

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languish in commercial and popular obscurity. 
Even Haggins notes, “It’s not a career path. I 
cant imagine it could be.” 

This doesn’t appear to factor into the 
newest and growing generation of younger 
musicians that’s leapt into the genre with all 
the zeal associated with recent converts. In a 
fundamental way, they’re operating as if this 
is the best music in the whole world, and 
they’re ready to go out into the clubs, make 
CDs, and start Web sites in order to share it 
with anybody and everybody. 

Where older OTM pickers exist in a com- 
fortably constructed social network of house 
concerts and informal parties, this new batch 
of enthusiasts is far more interested in forming 
bands, eager to take the music into nightclubs. 
Problem is the notion of playing avocational 
music as a vocation is anathema to many in 
the established OTM community. That’s where 
a generation gap may be most pronounced. 

“When a young band gets some kind of 
momentum, there’s a lot of grumbling,” nods 
ffaggins. “These young bands like the Freight 
Hoppers and now Uncle Earl put on a good 
show, and they entertain people. They’re really 
great old-time musicians; they truly are. I’ve 
heard some people my age say, ‘Well, they 
don’t really play that well - their version of 
that tune isn’t really the best version.’ But I just 
think it’s all sour grapes.

NTM 

For newer acolytes, the context of OTM can be very different. 
Silas Lowe is a recent transplant to Austin and a fervent OTM 
convert. Raised in a musical family, Lowe was primed for roots 
music by folk rock. 

“When I started to hear where that music came from, it really 
blew my mind, and I fell in love pretty quickly,” enthuses Lowe, 
who, like nearly every other OTMer before him, got his start in 
bluegrass. “In looking for this music and its roots, I came across 
hippie-era stuff, like the Harry Smith anthology and records by 
the Holy Modal Rounders.” 

Picking up the guitar and banjo, Lowe finally settled on the 
mandolin. 

“Around 2001, I started playing with these kids in college in 
western Massachusetts, and we’d sit around and drink whiskey 
and play bluegrass. We’d sit and listen to every record we could 
find. We were in that ‘academic’ mode where it was fascinating 
to try and put it all together and how you could have recordings 
of the same tune turn up almost 2,000 miles away and be so 
different.” 

Sound familiar? Consult Bob Dylan’s Chronicles if not; the 
folk explosion (implosion?) of the early Sixties traces its origins 
in precisely the same manner. For Lowe, however, the term 
OTM doesn’t jibe with his and friends’ research. 

“I guess it’s convenient in a sense that people know what you 
are talking about, generally,” he acknowledges. “But I think that’s 
hurt old-time music in another sense. It’s been pigeonholed, so at 
this point that term has come to mean one thing: North Carolina 
fiddle music played for hours at a time with no singing. It lacks the 


intensity that I was attracted to originally in the old recordings. If 
you want to play like the old guys, you have to play with passion 
and intensity. 

“You gotta like lay into it.” 

To Lowe’s ears, what gets played today is a new genre altogether. 
Call it “new-time music.” Granted, Lowe is referring to recorded 
examples that very few modem OTMers have mastered. And why 
should they? To many, this newer breed and their NTM serves a 
social function, not a gig. Haggins understands all too well. 

“I don’t think anyone would deny that they’d love to have a nice 
recording of what they do,” he points out. “But everyone I talk to 
that has a CD out is always disappointed with it. They always say 
the music is best played live and without a machine going.” 

Intensity is the entree for this new generation, which inspires 
the same musicians who, at an earlier time, might have started 
punk bands. Indeed, a great many of this younger generation 
are former punk rockers or were at the very least introduced 
to the genre from transitional acts that incorporated OTM into 
their bag - bands like the Horseflies, Knitters, and even my 
own Bad Livers, who, tmth to tell, recorded far more OTM than 
anything that could be described as bluegrass. 

Clawhammer Banjo 

When punk rock is just another commodity that can be 
purchased at the local mall, what could be more countercul- 
ture today than a banjo? These OTM punks are drawn to the 
raw emotion and wild abandon found in the 78s of pioneer 
recordings that have now been digitized for mass consump- 
tion. And there’s the distinction between generations: the 
readier accessibility to historical recordings than any genera- 
tion prior. 

A simple Web search answers questions and adds context for 
today’s OTM fan at a level previous generations could scarcely 
imagine. Google “clawhammer banjo” and see what you get. 


Thanks to the research and generous spirit of roots enthusiasts 
before them, today’s players are now able to examine the entire 
length and breadth of American folk music in all its marvelous 
varieties. In the same way that radio and recordings forever 
changed how music and culture was transmitted, the Internet 
now allows contemporary musicians and all those who follow 
the tools to consume OTM. The old-fashioned transmission of 
culture via oral tradition, colloquially called the “folk process,” 
has been changed profoundly and irrevocably. 

“You’re kind of a scholar if you are playing this music and 
you didn’t grow up with it,” posits Lowe. “Fundamentally it’s a 
community-based form of music, and if you’re trying to play a 
certain kind of fiddle music and you’ve taught yourself to do so 
off of records, you’re a scholar. But there’s a disconnect there. 

“The cats you’re learning from on record were part of a con- 
tinuous line of music learned by ear. Then it just stopped. This 
folk revival came along, people learned from records and turned 
themselves into scholars, and now they’ve been scholars for so 
long that they’ve created little communities. 

“And it’s pretty amazing how genuinely eager they are to 
impart their knowledge. I’ve found this community of tremen- 
dously talented people who are perfectly willing to sit down and 
show you literally everything they know.” 

If you need a good example of the folk process in Austin 
today, look to Sarah Jarosz. The preternaturally talented young 
Jarosz played an AFTM show in 2003 at the age of 11. She’s 
made her first musical steps as a bluegrass mandolinist, but 
lately she’s turned her attention to OTM’s five-string banjo. 

“The stark honesty of old-time music is something that’s rarely 
found in these days of modem technology and overproduced 
music,” explains Jarosz, “but I believe it’s that honesty people long 
for. Old-time music definitely fulfills that longing. I immediately fell 
in love with the whole atmosphere - movement, energy, and joy.” 
In fact, the banjo she plays was built for her by none other 
than AFTM founder Bernard Mollberg. Close the circle. ■

LIVE SHOT 

TRIO MEDIAEVAL 

McCullough Theatre, March 22 

Pure voice, as exemplified by Trio Mediaeval, requires three music 
stands, two folding chairs facing each other stage left and right, and a 
glass of water next to each. In another pristine UT PAC listening room, 
the 400-seat McCullough Theatre, Oslo threesome Anna Maria Friman, 
Linn Andrea Fuglseth, and Torunn 0strem Ossum took a half-capacity 
house to church. Medieval a cappella from the 12th and 13th centu- 
ries has that effect. Sampling their three ECM releases, Words of the 
Angel ; So/'r, c//t-e//e; and Stella Maris, the decade-old vocal concern stirred 
air, imagination, and wonder for the rapt audience. If variance wasn’t 
included in the flux, nearly two hours of pristine sonority wasn’t much 
poorer for it. Attired in complementary folkloric dresses, Ossum a bru- 
nette, Fuglseth the spiky redhead, and Friman’s short hair dyed blond, 
the trio’s synchronized page-turning, eye contact among themselves, and 
the occasional decampment of two during the third’s solo turn resembled 
clockwork. Three maids a milking. Ossum’s solo, “Laude Novella,” was 
shy, while Fuglseth’s Italian Anon, “Beneddicti e Llaudati,” held glimmers 
of mischief in a nonetheless generic delivery. Friman’s turn out front, late 
in the second set, trumped both her partners in confidence, range, and 
personality. The three-part suite that followed, a contemporary piece by 
Andrew Smith, affirmed a need for Trio Mediaeval to expand their vocal 



unison into this millennium. At the last, stepping out in front of their 
music stands as they had at intervals throughout the evening, all three 
woman - at the measured distance of about 6 feet apart - let their 
voices commingle above the audience’s heads like a rain cloud full of 
mankind’s greatest instrument. - Raoul Hernandez 



KINGS OF LEON 

Because of the Times (RCA) 


The noticeable fade-out at the seven-min- 
ute mark of opener “Knocked Up” may be 
everything you need to know about Because 
of the Times. Where 2003’s Youth & Young 
Manhood kicked in the stall all night, and 
Aha Shake Heartbreak jolted loose any 
notion of the proverbial sophomore slump 
with blue-collar, rock-star concerns - girls, 
dissolution, swagger - the Nashville quar- 
tet’s third LP simply plugs in both guitars, 
bass, and drums and faces off against 
producer Ethan Johns. Half the rock canon 
is born out of jams, but capturing Southern 
young manhood at its tawny, tank-top peak 
smacks of Seventies touchstones by the 
Allman Brothers and Derek & the Dominos. 

If Because of the Times isn’t the former’s 
Live at the Fillmore East (closer is last year’s 
KoL stealth EP Day Old Belgian Blues) or 
even Idlewild South, it carves Kings of Leon 
out of prime riff. More muscle than penman- 
ship, more highway than garage, Because 
the Times rolls like Foghat at the close of 
Dazed & Confused. From the Pixies dust on 
“Charmer” to classic rock insight “Fans” 
and gospel-inflected “To the Runner,” Times 
is a Polaroid of 30 years ago, Tuesday gone 
with the wind. “McFearless” and “Black 
Thumbnail” prove too fatty, and the treated 
electronics of “My Party” are ill-advised, but 
the sustained build of “True Love Way” gives 
way to the cherry tones of “Ragoo,” which 
like the echo on “Trunk,” the band needs 
to explore further. Meat-and-potatoes rock 
still needs mashed yams to sweeten the 
meal. “Camaro” is the obvious “hit” after 
the opener, though more of an idea than an 
actual song, and bar-time closer “Arizona” is 
par for the course: Daytona.

CHARLIE 
LOUVIN 

(Tompkins Square) 

Charlie Louvin, 79, 
has nothing left to 
prove. A member of 
the Country Music 
Hall of Fame with his 
late brother Ira, Louvin 
influenced generations of musicians with his 
and his sibling’s pure harmonies and songs. 
Sadly, his first release in 10 years confirms 
what his last, Longest Train (Watermelon), made 
painfully obvious: Charlie can no longer sing. 
George Jones, Jeff Tweedy, Elvis Costello, Bobby 
Bare Sr., Will Oldham, Tom T. Hall, and other 
guests over the course of a dozen tracks don’t 
make the going any easier. This is especially 
true given that highlights from Louvin’s past 
(“Great Atomic Power,” “Knoxville Girl,” “The 


Christian Life”) are covered with little imagina- 
tion or warmth. Dragging out a legend and prop- 
ping him up with big names as they run through 
his greatest hits one more time has been done 
to death but never as poorly as it has here.

NAS 

Hip Hop Is Dead 
(Def Jam) 

For a rapper who’s 
spent the past dozen 
years failing to meet 
the lofty standard 
of his 1994 debut, 
lllmatic, Nas declaring 
Hip Hop Is Dead evades all conceivability short 
of a flaming Napoleon complex. “Afraid not of 
none of you cowards but of my own strength,” 
the Queensbridge icon postures himself as a 
lyrical demigod who pities the fool out of touch 
with old-school paradigms. As “Where Are They 
Now” takes it all the way back to MC Shan, 
the title track revisits “In-A-Gadda-Da-Vida” as 
an Incredible Bongo Band sure shot. Freaking 
Eric B and Rakim’s “I Ain’t No Joke” into the 
cinematic noir of “Who Killed It,” Nas joins an 
invigorated Snoop Dogg on “Play on Playa,” a 
twisted, smoked-out affair scored by Marvin 
Gaye’s “After the Dance.” With Dr. Dre, Kanye 
West, and even Jay-Z on its guest list, Hip Hop 
Is Dead makes for an ample, yet ultimately mor- 
bid, party.

AIR 

Pocket Symphony 
(Astra Iwerks) 

A mood is in the Air. 

French duo Nicolas 
Godin and Jean-BenoTt 
Dunckel have always 
been adept at creating 
emotion out of sound, 
but with Air’s fourth proper LF? remnants of pop 
have been set ablaze in favor of instrumental- 
ist ploys and lullabies. Familiarity resounds 
in “Once Upon a Time” and “Napalm Love,” 
both of which touch on that coy French atti- 
tude toward love, but the real surprises live in 
“One Hell of a Party,” featuring Jarvis Cocker’s 
haunting vocal track and a hypnotic Japanese 


koto, and “Mer du Japon,” sung in Air’s native 
tongue. Eastern influences resonate through- 
out, and piano strings the album along. The 
heart of Pocket Symphony is simplicity, like 
wind chimes echoing the breeze’s sentiment. 

Air excels at cinematic soundtracking ( Virgin 
Suicides , Lost in Translation), a quality self- 
penned here as a meditative coo.

TED LEO & THE PHARMACISTS 

Living With the Living (Touch & Go) 

Ted Leo doesn’t 
wear his politics on 
his sleeve. He’s got 
them tattooed across 
his forehead. It’s little 
surprise, then, that for 
someone closer to 40 
than 30, the onetime 
NYC hardcore punker 
is more concerned with 
being a voice of dissent than the soundtrack 
to a car commercial. In fact, Leo’s fifth LP with 
his trio the Pharmacists, Living With the Living, 
echoes the SXSW 06 showcaser who cynically 
wished his audience a happy anniversary of the 
Iraq war. That Leo is plastered all over Living

Through it we see late-Seventies 
Britain, bleak and static, from the buildings 
and the streets to its citizens. Combine that 
with the story of a stoic London DJ on a trip 
to Bristol to sort out his brother’s suicide, 
plus sparse dialogue, and Radio On isn’t the 
most engaging film. The saving grace is its 
soundtrack, opening with Bowie’s “Heroes” 
(which, halfway through, begins in German) as 
it plops us in a gloomy apartment. Kraftwerk’s 
“Radioactivity” drives us around endlessly wind- 
ing highways and half-finished buildings, while 
Robert Fripp’s “Urban Landscape” dots the sky- 
line of another anonymous city, and Wreckless 
Eric’s “Whole Wide World” spins the news of 
murder and pornography rackets spewed from 
every radio. The additional “remix” finds Petit 
revisiting the sites nearly 30 years later and 
wondering if we’re all still dreaming.

Democracy in Finland: The Intopii computer firm of Helsinki announced in February that it 
has installed software to assist voters, who, studies suggest, tend to select candidates who 
look like themselves. When a voter uploads his or her photo, the Web site will use facial-rec- 
ognition software to find those among the 800 candidates in March parliamentary elections 
who most resemble that voter in order to ease the difficult burden of citizenship in a democ- 
racy. And in March, incumbent parliamentary candidate Jyrki Kasvi launched the new version 
of his campaign Web site, written entirely in the Star Trek language, Klingon. 


UNCLEAR ON THE CONCEPT 

• Steven McCuller, 20, was arrested twice in 
a two-week period for burglary in Pascagoula, 
Miss., but it was the earlier January arrest that 
was the more controversial. George Stevenson, 
33, a security guard on duty at the Eastwood 
Townhomes complex, saw McCuller on the 
grounds late at night and chased him until the 
pursuit took both men to the nearby Arlington 
Elementary School, where Stevenson appre- 
hended McCuller and waited for police to 
arrive. McCuller was charged in that matter, but 
Stevenson, also, was arrested and charged both 
with trespassing at a school and carrying a weap- 
on (his service gun) on school grounds (even 
though, obviously, no students were present). 

• Robert Moore, 37, was arrested in Floral City, 
Fla., in January, and according to police, he con- 
ceded that he had lost his temper and tried to kill 
his wife after he found out that she had obtained 
an abortion without informing him. (The charge 
thus reflects a basic internal battle within the 
accused over precisely how sacred life is.) 

CAN'T POSSIBLY BE TRUE 

• People Confused by “Mother”: The head 
teacher of Johnstown Primary School in 
Carmarthen, Wales, ordered in February that 
there be no Mother’s Day cards in school this 
year because it might be upsetting to students 
without a mother. Also in February, a gov- 
ernment-funded advisory report to Britain’s 
National Health Service recommended that 
medical staffs not use the terms “mum” and 
“dad” (and use “guardians” or “carers”), espe- 
cially since the terms might be confusing or 
alienating to children of gay couples. 

• In February, the grand mufti of Egypt, Aly 
Gomaa, told a TV talk-show audience in Cairo 
that he endorsed a recent fatwa by noted schol- 
ar Soad Saleh that it is religiously acceptable for 
women to undergo surgical hymen restoration. 
Perhaps even more controversial, according 
to Cairo’s Daily Star Egypt newspaper, was 
Gomaa’ s corollary, that any Muslim man who 
insisted on his prospective wife’s virginity 
should be prepared to prove his own. 

• The local government’s tourist information 
center in Swindon, England, told author Mark 
Sutton that his World War I-themed book, Tell 
Them of Us, could not be sold in its bookstore 


unless Sutton demonstrated that he had liabil- 
ity insurance, not for potentially libelous pas- 
sages but in case readers, for example, suffered 
paper cuts turning the pages. Said Swindon 
Borough Council spokesman Richard Freeman, 
“We have to cover every eventuality. ” 

• At least a few parents with pronounced genet- 
ic abnormalities (e.g., deaf people, dwarfs) have 
in recent years sought specialized in vitro fer- 
tilization that would improve their chances for 


a child with the same abnormalities, according 
to a December Associated Press report (cit- 
ing a September survey by a Johns Hopkins 
University research facility). One adult female 
dwarf told the AP reporter defiantly, “You can- 
not tell me that I cannot have a child who’s 
going to look like me.” Slate.com, extrapolating 
from the survey, posited that at least eight fer- 
tility clinics have provided the service, though 
many other clinics say they would decline. 


PEOPLE WITH ISSUES 

Everyone Has a Dark Side: 1) Ms. Georgie 
Audean Buoy, 82, pleaded guilty in February 
in Dalles, Ore., to having sex with an 11 -year- 
old boy in her foster care. “ [T] his is not the 
Audean we have known for the last couple 
of decades,” said her pastor at the Covenant 
Christian Community Church. 2) Denver’s City 
Attorney (and a former state court judge) Farry 
Manzanares was placed on leave in February 
after a search found one of the state’s stolen 
laptop computers in his home. Manzanares 
told KMGH-TV that he had bought it but 
had no receipt. “It was rather foolish of me 
to even think about buying a computer from 
a fellow in a parking lot,” Manzanares said. 
(Manzanares has resigned, and a special pros- 
ecutor is now investigating.) 

NEWS THAT SOUNDS 
LIKE A JOKE 


For a story, a KGTV reporter in San Diego 
called several telephone numbers advertised in 
local media offering to supply trendy “boutique” 
puppies (e.g., Maltese, bichon frise) at cut-rate 
prices, and among the numbers was a seller 
in Nigeria, who said he was practically giving 
away the bichons for just the cost of shipping 
($1,000 to $2,000). The reporter, who was 
recording the call, asked to hear the dog actually 
barking before he sent any money, and the seller 
complied. When the reporter played back the 
barking for acoustics engineers, they all agreed: 
The bichon’s “woof-woof” perfectly matched the 
characteristics of the Nigerian seller’s voice. 

LEAST COMPETENT PEOPLE 

A 15-year-old boy in Hamilton, Ontario, was 
finally rescued after dangling from a rope, nearly 
naked, upside down, in the minus-5-degree 
Fahrenheit cold after a February attempt to spray 
graffiti on a new bridge went bad. He got his 
inspiration while tobogganing alone, at about 
8pm, and left his gloves and cell phone in the 
sled as he rappelled over the side of the bridge, 
but when the rope slipped and entangled him, he 
found himself upside down and then lost some 
clothes as he tried to wriggle free. At about 10pm, 
when a party was breaking up at a nearby home, 
someone finally heard his screams for help.

Independence Coffee Co. handcrafts its coffee the old-fashioned 
way - one small batch at a time. The little coffee roaster off the wild- 
flower-lined highway north of Brenham produces its gourmet coffees 
and teas with pride. 

“Coffee is very personal to someone’s palate,” says Ragan Bond. 
“Some like it dark, some like it lighter, but there is nothing more relax- 
ing than sitting on the porch with a special cup of coffee.” Bond 
shares the chores with his wife, Christi, at the coffee company that 
has taken over 

an old gas station across the road from the miniature horses at St. 
Clare Monastery. 

As the head coffee roaster, Bond has honed his enjoyment of a cup 
of java into an expansive knowledge of the brew. Although they didn’t 
know it at the time, Ragan and Christi started on the coffee-roasting 
career path when they moved to the Brenham area in 2000. 

Soon after they arrived, Christi opened a coffee shop across from 
the Washington County Courthouse in Brenham. "I just wasn’t happy 
with the quality of the coffee beans we were getting,” Bond says. 

Bond’s purchase of a 66-pound coffee roaster gave him the excuse 
he needed to quit his job as an energy trader and the two-hour com- 
mute into Houston. “Being a coffee roaster is an expensive and time- 
consuming investment,” Bond says. “If you’re going to do it, you have 
to decide to jump in all the way.” The couple sold the coffee shop to 
concentrate their energies on distributing gourmet coffees and teas. 

Bond learned coffee roasting at a school in Florida. As his knowledge 
grew, so did the business. Independence Coffee can be found in nearly 
20 grocery stores in the area, including the Whole Foods stores in 
Houston. The Brenham HEB sells 150 1-pound bags of the coffee every 
two weeks, an amazing amount for a small, rural store. “They seem to 
like blends and flavored coffees the most,” Bond says of Brenham cof- 
fee drinkers. “I think they like to experiment with different coffees.” 

Bond says that Americans are generally becoming better educated 
about coffee. Beans from around the world are being recognized for 
their special characteristics. Like a winemaker puts his personal touch 
on a type of grape, a roaster will stamp his style on a coffee bean. 
“Gourmet coffees only cost a couple of cents per cup more,” he says. 


“That’s not much for a great 
cup of coffee.” 

What makes small, gourmet 
roasters different is what 
Bond calls “profile roasting.” 

As the beans are being roast- 
ed, the temperature is held at 
a more constant level. This 
allows the coffee to roast a lit- 
tle longer, which gives the 
bean a deeper, more complete 
roast. “By roasting longer, 
more of the sugars and tan- Q 
nins in the bean are caramel- S 
ized,” he says. “I think it g 
makes a bolder, better-tasting ^ 
coffee.” 3 

The little coffee company 2 
north of Brenham is happy to ° 
show tour groups of 20 or more through the roasting process by 
appointment. The shop at 9107 TX 105 N. at the junction with FM 
2193 opens Thursday through Saturday from 10am to 3pm. During 
the summer the days shift to Wednesday through Friday. The coffeepot 
is always on, or try one of their custom-blended teas. For more infor- 
mation, call 979/836-3322 or go to www.independencecoffee.com. Like 
Christi Bond says on her phone message: “Life’s too short to drink 
bad coffee.”

La Victima 

The Off Center, through March 31 


Mexican-American Silvestre Reyes was born in Texas, fought in the Vietnam War, and went on 
to fight illegal immigrants as chief patrol agent for the El Paso Border Patrol. Currently, he’s a 
state representative and the “nation’s leading illegal immigration expert” in the Texas House of 
Representatives. The only relation between him and Teatro Vivo Artistic Director Rupert Reyes 
is the parallel of the politician’s life and the extensive plot of Teatro Vivo’s La Victima. The play 
follows a Mexican family devastated by the U.S.’ finicky immigration policy beginning with the 
Great Depression. The son is separated from his family, fights in the Korean War, and later con- 
fronts his mother as a chief inspector for the border patrol. The dehumanization of immigrants 
and how ignoring this causes us to be dehumanized is the zigzagging theme of this docudrama 
that tracks the chronological maltreatment of Mexicans who’ve crossed the border. 

Written just more than 30 years ago, La Victima became a beacon for El Movimiento (the 
Chicano Movement) and was obviously ahead of its time. Docudrama as political expression 
is becoming increasingly popular again (just take a look at the national notoriety of the Rude 
Mechanicals’ Get Your War On), yet in spite of this, Rupert Reyes didn’t sound particularly con- 
fident about the drawing power of La Victima in an interview with the Chronicle 
last week; he felt that a stage docudrama wouldn’t be successful unless the 
quality of the show was excellent. What he didn’t realize then was that, even 
with his company’s TV-worthy Petra series and the other comedies it has pro- 
duced, this tragedy has to be Teatro Vivo’s strongest production to date. 

TV screens upstage flash with colors and designs that look as though some- 
one left the American colors and Mexican colors on a dashboard. Historical 
terminology and dates pop up along with reasons - presented in dual lan- 
guages - why we should remember them. In 1913, Amparo’s parents flee 
the civil war to our “advanced” country that could offer them airplanes and 
chewing gum. When Amparo is forced to migrate back to Mexico with her children as part of 
the Repatriation Movement of the 1930s, she is separated from her son Samuel at the train 
station. As a cool-talking vato in the 1950s, Samuel enlists in the U.S. Army. 

Between the scenes, several guitarists perform corridos, Mexican storytelling folk ballads, and 
they belt out the traditional melodies from their hearts as if they’ve suffered the exploitation, the 
racism, and the deportation firsthand. These interludes continually reinforce the sense of a people. 

The actors walk in as though they are here to do one thing and one thing only: teach 
us (although the play is not without its humor, especially if you know Spanish). They’re all 
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dressed in a uniform black, which they occasionally dress up with a hat, a tape-on mustache, 
or scarf over the head for a role. Celeste Guzman Mendoza, who plays Amparo, knows how to 
fold her arms like a sagacious mother with skin toughened by years of being kicked around 
like a Mexican soccer ball. Amparo finally faces her son Samuel, played by Michael Mendoza 
(Celeste’s real-life husband), when she is taken from a huelga, a strike, into a combatant 
interrogation. Sammy’s reaction is atomic, reacting like an abandoned and wounded child or 
in response to a self-loathing of his own raza, or both. But you know how this story ends. It’s 
been ending the same way for well more than 30 years. - Patti Hadad

(Because of the significance and scope of the Texas Biennial, which is statewide in reach 
and spread across four Austin galleries, the Chronicle’s visual-arts writers chose to review the 
exhibit collectively, in a dialogue. They will cover each gallery separately.) 

Nikki Moore: I think this was a good second run for the Biennial, and the Dougherty Arts 
Center opening showed a fairly diverse range of work. Frances Bagley’s Braided Rug was 
uncanny: a 644-foot braid of human hair that was truly at home and not at home all at once. 

I thought it was both provocative and generating: The piece makes you think about the human 
lives in and behind most of the materials we live among on a daily basis. And while I agree 
it was different somehow than the other work in the show, I have to say that I really liked 
Michael Velliquette’s work; it was a tight group of compositions, and the colors were spectacu- 
lar. I thought it worked well with Lily Hanson’s textile sculpture and Andrew Anderson’s techno- 
inspired color-fields. 

Salvador Castillo: For me, Velliquette’s paper works seemed a little out of place. The colors 
were brighter than most of the other works. Overall, the works at the DAC felt very concerned 
with formal elements. Maybe it was the lighting on opening night, but it felt a little cold. And 
the layout of the gallery disrupts the flow of the exhibition. 

Amanda Douberley: I’m with Salvador on the gallery’s disruptive layout. With maybe one or 
two exceptions, every piece at the DAC felt shoved into a corner. Worst of all was Michele 
Grinstead and Nancy O’Connor’s Immigrant Memorial, which was probably a major cause of 
the big squeeze but ironically enough wasn’t actually given adequate space. 
When I first saw this work, I admired the large color photographs; then I 
noticed the other components and had to read wall labels to piece it all 
together. I thought the big, black padlocked box was a little heavy-handed, 
but I admired the political statement; however, Immigrant Memorial felt out of 
place within the context of other works at the DAC. How would this piece have 
worked differently if placed a little closer to Kurt Mueller’s Red Dawn ? 

NM: Initially, I was also taken with Soody Sharifi’s Honeymoon. The contrast 
between the Speedo-clad body builder, pumped most likely with steroids 
(notice the acne), and the fully draped woman beside him raises so many 
questions. First, if I feel sorry for the woman in all her coverings, should I not also pity the 
man who seems obsessed with his own appearance? Are both not subject to body-conscious 
cultures, even if they seem to be cultures of polar extremes? Second, what sort of power play 
am I making as viewer and judge of this image? Isn’t my act of looking at least as question- 
able and condescending as what I imagine is the Speedo man’s view of his new veiled wife? 
That the photos are staged was somehow disappointing - but it doesn’t change the nature or 
impact of the questions Sharifi’s work raises. 




I think each of these works hint toward “thinking as resistance” ... opening up ways of 
thinking that go beyond the remixing of what we already know. I think they are part of a good 
start for a young exhibition. 

SC: The fact that Soody Sharifi’s photos are staged is irrelevant to me. I’m convinced of the 
old argument that all photos lie. I took in the image and interpreted what the artist is saying. 

Forced to look at only one or two pieces by each artist makes it difficult to interpret the 
artist individually from the whole Biennial. I remember Velliquette because of his set of five. 

It was easier to see what overall concerns the artist is interested in. Everyone else’s was a 
crapshoot and as easy to misinterpret as one-liners. 

NM: Salvador, your point is well-taken: all photography, all art, lies. That is why layering, 
nuance, and experimentation are so important: They open potential space for something other 
than the status quo. It is hard to see an artist through one piece, as you say, but apart from 
dealing with the already pressing physical constraints that you and Amanda are noting in the 
DAC, would three pieces per artist be any more “revealing” ... or would five? What is the 
magic number - where quantity translates to understanding? It’s a tough call.

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The Namesake

With her latest effort, director Nair ( Vanity Fair, 

Monsoon Wedding) does not disappoint. Alternately 
vibrant and restrained in all the right places, The 

Namesake is beautiful and engaging. A 
complex meditation on family, relation- 
ships, and identity, the film traces two 
generations of the Ganguli family. The 
parents, Ashima (Tabu) and Ashoke 
(Khan) are near strangers when, after 
their arranged marriage, they move 
from Calcutta to settle in New York 
City. Born in New York, their son Gogol 
(Penn) embraces his American identity 
at the expense of his Indian heritage. 

As a child of immigrant parents, Gogol grows up sur- 
rounded by echoes of a vast culture. But while his par- 
ents struggle to maintain their identities, Gogol rejects 
his. With an ultra-Anglo girlfriend (Barrett) and a new 
name, Gogol wanders through life resentful and discon- 
nected. Adapted from the bestselling novel by Jhumpa 
Lahiri, the film employs an episodic structure which 
results in multiple climactic moments and at times feels a bit ram- 
bling. But the film settles into a comfortable rhythm, and it’s clear 
that under Nair’s intimate and bold direction, we’re in good hands. 
When the beautiful Ashima first arrives in New York with her new 
husband, she might as well be walking on another planet. The swel- 
tering colors of Calcutta contrast starkly with the frigid white of the 
New York winter. The beautiful cinematography (by Frederick Elmes), 
vibrant production design (by Stephanie Carroll), and gently mov- 
ing performances ignite this portrait of isolation and identity. While 
Penn is known for his presence in over-the-top comedies ( Harold & 
Kumar Go to White Castle, Epic Movie), his performance as Gogol is 


by contrast, underplayed and real. Additional standouts include both 
Tabu and Khan as his parents and Robinson as a sly love interest. 
Though the film attempts to cover a lot of ground (clearly the result 
of novel adaptation), Nair’s direction rests elegantly on the small 
details. The result is a film that breathes in a way nearly unheard 
of at today’s multiplexes. Reminiscent of Jim Sheridan’s masterly 
In America, The Namesake delivers such a tactile presence that it’s 
difficult not to leave feeling as if you’ve just struggled through a 
New York winter, attended an Indian wedding, and returned from a 
Calcutta holiday. - Toddy Burton

BLADES OF GLORY

Just because Will Ferrell is game for any- 
thing that might draw a laugh, it doesn’t 
mean the comedian and leading (funny)man 
should follow through with every idea that 
comes his way. Blades of Glory, although 
mildly amusing, has the dank odor of having 
gone to the well once too often: Ooh, let’s 
dress up Ferrell like an elf - or an anchor- 
man or a NASCAR driver - and see what 
happens. There’s more concept than execu- 
tion in Blades of Glory, which squishes 
Ferrell’s flabby body into an ice skater’s 
spandex and then runs on the weak narra- 
tive fumes left over from Talladega Nights: 
The Ballad of Ricky Bobby and Anchorman: 
The Legend of Ron Burgundy. Again Ferrell is 
given a goofy name, Chazz Michael 
Michaels, and again his poor conduct gets 
him into trouble with the officials of the 
sport or job, and again the character’s 
homophobia (the subject of many sniggering 
jokes) is resolved with a literal big kiss or a 
figurative skate into the heavens. (The end- 
ing of Blades of Glory is just plain bizarre.) A 
slugfest between Michaels and his chief 
rival, Jimmy MacElroy ( Napoleon Dynamite's 
Heder), gets the two banned from competi- 


tive ice skating, but after three years a loop- 
hole is discovered that allows them to skate 
again competitively, but only as a precedent- 
setting male pair. (Let the guffaws begin.) 
But for all the laughs predicated on crotch- 
to-face leaps and poses, there are also a 
few genuinely funny sequences - for instance, 
a chase in ice skates while on dry land and 
the memorable conclusion to the infamous 
Iron Lotus trick. Solid support comes from 
Arnett and Poehler as Chazz and Jimmy’s 
new archrivals (the incestuous brother- 
sister skate duo, Stranz and Fairchild Van 
Waldenberg), the always reliable Nelson as 
- what else - a coach, and a slew of cam- 
eos that includes everyone from Andy 
Richter and Luke Wilson to a host of real 
skaters (among them Nancy Kerrigan, Brian 
Boitano, Dorothy Hamill, Peggy Fleming, 
Scott Hamilton, and Sasha Cohen) and 
sports announcer Jim Lampley. Still, most of 
the gags are pretty tired and predictable, and 
feel like filler in what is already a pretty mini- 
mal story line. Ferrell’s bloated belly and 
flabby physique make the actor pretty unbe- 
lievable as a professional athlete, which, I 
guess, is part of the joke. But it ultimately 
becomes a question of physics and aerody- 
namics: Is it really possible for a person to 
waddle on ice? Through the magic of movies, 
the answer is yes. - Marjorie Baumgarten

THE HILLS HAVE EYES II 

D: Martin Weisz; with Michael McMillian, Jessica

This sequel to last year’s remake of 
the 1977 horror classic, The Hills Have 
Eyes, is as witless and simpleminded as 
the irradiated humanoids that serve as 
the franchise’s bad guys. When, early on, 
in one of the movie’s only good scares, a 
soldier comes running out of a portable 
latrine hollering about someone coming up 
out of the “shitter,” the remark might be 
interpreted as some kind of meta-comment 
about the events to unfold. For The Hills 
Have Eyes II is indeed a barrage of refuse 
and sludge. Whereas last year’s remake 
by Alexandre Aja was stylish and cunning, 
despite being unnecessary, this new sequel 
by the commercial and video director Weisz 
is merely a murky body-count movie that 
pits the hateful mutants against a group of 
unlikable humans. The plot gets going as a 
small unit of inept National Guard reserves 
makes a routine delivery of supplies to 
the super-secret Sector 16 in the Army’s 
Yuma Flats base in New Mexico. (The 
film’s opening sequence - a mock training 
exercise in Kandahar - demonstrates how 
the entire group would have died during a 
real assault. Again, is this is some kind of 
comment about the state of our troops’ 
readiness?) Once there, the soldiers find it 
deserted, and, in true horror-movie fashion, 


proceed to make one bad decision after 
another. They follow the mutants up into 
the hills and down into the old mining tun- 
nels that snake through the mountains; 
they leave their guns behind when they go 
off to look at something or wander off solo 
as though there might be “Fresh Meat” 
signs displayed on their backs. The battles 
are mostly primitive: a foot to the groin, fin- 
gers in the eye sockets, rocks to the head, 
and so on. The details don’t much matter 
because they are barely visible on the 
screen as the inadequate lighting in the 
tunnels and caves makes everything look 
dim and indistinct (which may actually be 
a boon to the rape sequence). It doesn’t 
help that the human characters are unde- 
veloped types (alpha males, cute women, a 
doubting Thomas) rather than personalities 
we learn to care about. Although series cre- 
ator Wes Craven wrote this sequel’s script 
with his son Jonathan, the film has little 
of that filmmaker’s usual sass. If the film 
had an ounce of humor, however, it might 
be mistaken for another entry in another 
of Craven’s lighthearted horror franchises:

THE LOOKOUT

If the army of psychologists, life coaches, 
and TV therapists who have become the 
shamans of our quick-fix age is to be 
believed, the first step toward absolution 
is simply forgiving yourself. No fasting, 

Hail Marys, or hair shirts required. The 
same holds true in Hollywood, a world 
where Robin Williams has only to repeat 
the phrase “It’s not your fault” a dozen 
times to a weepy Matt Damon in Good Will 
Hunting to set him on the path to redemp- 
tion. Forgive yourself, our psychiatrists and 
screenwriters tell us, and the whole world 
forgives with you. Chris Pratt (Gordon-Levitt), 
the hero of The Lookout (which premiered 
in Austin at the SXSW Film Festival), could 
use a little forgiveness. It’s been four years 
since an act of youthful recklessness result- 
ed in a car wreck that led to the deaths of 
two of his best friends and left him with 
brain damage severe enough to impair his 
motor skills, cloud his memory, and impel 
him to throw out squeamishly inappropriate 
pickup lines in bars. Now he’s essentially 
a functioning invalid, dependent on a col- 
lection of scribbled reminders on note 
cards and the generosity of others to keep 
him alive while he splits his time between 
rehabilitative life-skills classes, a dead-end 
janitorial job, and return trips to the scene 
of the accident, where he relives his crime 
over and over again in his head, searching 
for some peace of mind. Which can be hard 
to find when your mind is little more than a 
dish of scrambled eggs that’s only recently 
begun to coalesce back into something 
you have any control over; poor Pratt can 
barely remember where the can opener is, 
much less discern the difference between 
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an accident and mortal sin. Smelling an 
opportunity, a seductive criminal named 
Gary Spargo (Goode) and his partner, a for- 
mer exotic dancer seductively named Luvlee 
Lemons (Fisher), convince Pratt to take part 
in a robbery at the bank where he works. 
Pratt’s involvement leads him on a precipi- 
tous downward spiral into a world of nasty, 
black-clad gangsters and shootouts with the 
cops, but writer/director Frank deflects any 
moral judgment with the fiendishly clever 
argument that any action taken in the name 
of your own independence and emotional 
solace can’t be all bad. The Lookout marks 
Frank’s directorial debut after years of work- 
ing as a screenwriter on movies like Get 
Shorty and Out of Sight, and though his new 
movie may lack the sexual tension and bub- 
bly wit that elevated those films to rarefied 
heights, there’s a newfound, and not unwel- 
come, sobriety to his writing. It’s hard to 
imagine George Clooney and Jennifer Lopez 
ruminating on atonement in the trunk of a 
getaway car. But then, it’s a lot easier to 
engage in witty banter when you’ve got your 
wits about you. (See p.52 of this week's 
Screens section for an interview with Scott 
Frank.) - Josh Rosenblatt

Iraq. They were bombmakers, according 
to the Army, working for “someone out 
of Fallujah.” The family’s phone calls had 
been intercepted. The Army believed their 
intel to be incredibly solid. So not too long 
after President Bush declared in a national 
address, “The nightmare that Saddam 
Hussein brought to your nation will soon 
be over,” Yunis and his brothers arrived 
in Camp Ganci, a 4,000-inmate section 
of Abu Ghraib, their nightmare only begin- 
ning.

moreover, Yunis is a snappy dresser and 
hotshot reporter who compares holding a 
camera to holding an RPG, so the movie 
plays with that idea. Early reviews (includ- 
ing those from its spotlight premiere at 
South by Southwest this year) praised the 
film’s artistic audacity, but the scenes with 
the most emotional punch are those least 
contrived: a montage of Yunis’ photographs 
of the fall of Baghdad and the sickening 
footage of the house raid, captured while 
Epperlein and Tucker were embedded shoot- 
ing 2004 ’s Gunner Palace. These ground- 
level images are most indelible because 
they indubitably document the chaos of 
invasion and occupation rather than recon- 
struct it subjectively. The very concept of 
such an assassination isn’t so absurd as 
to be wacky - at least not since somebody 
fired a rocket at UN Secretary-General Ban 
Ki-moon last Thursday. Yet the film makes 
clear its point about the profound failures 
of justice caused by aggressive attempts 
at arrests and detention, balancing Yunis’ 
account with that of Specialist Benjamin 
Thompson, 391st MP Battalion. “We were 
supposed to be the soldiers that fixed the 
problem there,” Thompson says, blinking 
and gulping. - Marrit Ingman

It’s a dicey business bringing a much-loved book 
to the big screen. True believers will be hiding 
around every corner with a cleaver, waiting for you 
to slip up on even the slightest plot point. Things 
get particularly precarious when you’re talking about 
a classic children’s book. So it is with Charlotte’s 
Web, E.B. White’s brilliantly told tale of a runty 
pig named Wilbur (voiced by Kay) and his spider 
friend and savior, Charlotte (voiced by Roberts). 
Updated only slightly to accommodate the sensibili- 
ties of today’s kids, with their affection for digitally 
enhanced creatures and wisecracking sidekicks, 
this new version manages to lose very little of the 
sentimental sweetness and plainspoken nobility of 
the original. In fact, for modern-day kids fare, it’s a 
remarkably temperate and quiet movie: Bathroom 
humor is kept to a minimum, Templeton the scav- 
enging rat (voiced by Buscemi) never once breaks 
into song, and there isn’t a single pop-culture refer- 
ence in the entire film.

This film’s prominent ecological 
themes steer clear of more complex questions but 
are refreshing nevertheless.

GETTING MARRIED - 
WHAT ABOUT A PRENUP? 

Can I enter a prenup in Texas? 

Yes. Texas has constitutionally recognized prenup- 
tial agreements (“prenups”) since 1980, and they 
are generally enforced. For the most part, consenting 
adults about to marry in Texas can do what they want 
with their property. While most couples enter prenups 
to avoid a dispute over property in case of divorce, 
prenups can be useful for dividing property upon 
death or separation or some other event; to govern 
whether a spouse can sell or mortgage property during 
the marriage; or, to protect children bom outside of 
the contemplated marriage. Talk to a lawyer about the 
many uses for prenups you may not have considered. 

The two basic requirements of a prenup are: 1) the 
agreement has to be in writing; and 2) signed by both 
parties. The agreement also must have been entered 
into voluntarily by both parties, and the agreement can- 
not be unconscionable. Both voluntariness and uncon- 
scionability are concepts that have been the subject of 
many lawsuits by soon-to-be divorcees seeking to back 
out of their prenups and are beyond the scope of this 
article. Both parties should talk to their own lawyers to 
avoid problems. 

Not all prenups are presumed valid. Though Texas 
recognizes common-law marriage, no one knows for 
sure whether a prenup between common-law spouses 
would be recognized. Prenups that violate any criminal 
law are not valid. Prenups that violate public policy are 
also void. For example, if a prenup is signed with the 
intent to defraud creditors of one or both spouses, or if 
the prenup adversely affects child-support obligations, 
the prenup is likely void as a violation of public policy. 
Finally, if you do not honestly disclose your assets prior 
to signing the agreement and your spouse finds that 
out later, your prenup could be invalid. 

Prenups can be legally and emotionally compli- 
cated. Both prospective spouses are urged to retain 
their own lawyers (not the same lawyer) before signing 
one. As a practical matter, be fair, be careful, and be 
educated. Be precise about what you want the agree- 
ment to accomplish. Common sense and fairness can 
likely avoid major disputes later.

DENTIN OIL PAN NOT 
ALWAYS CAUSE FOR ACTION 

Dear Tom and Ray : 

I have a 2004 Honda Accord, which I 
recently took to the dealer for the 30,000-mile 
service. The dealer tells me that my oil pan 
underneath the car has a large dent, though 
there is no oil leaking. He says that I should 
spend $400 on getting this replaced ASAP, 
since otherwise my oil pressure could drop to 
zero. I am not sure how big this problem is, 
since there is no leak. How urgent is it? Why 
would a dent affect oil pressure if the pan is 
intact? Thanks. - Amit 

RAY: Well, there are two ways in which a 
dented oil pan can affect your oil pressure. 
The first is if it actually breaks. Then, all of 
your oil will leak out, and you’ll have no oil 
to pressurize! 

TOM: But you’re fortunate to have a steel 
oil pan on this car. Steel often can survive a 
dent. As long as there’s no actual “crease” 
in the metal, you’re probably OK. In our 
experience, the oil-pan dents that look like 
somebody punched them or you ran over a 
basketball rarely turn into leakers later on. 

RAY: But the other potential problem 
is that the dent itself may be pushing up 
against, and blocking, the oil pickup tube. 

The tube that sucks the oil out of the pan 
and delivers it to the pump sits very close 
to the bottom of the pan. If the dent were 
in just the wrong place, it could create a 
phenomenon called “oil starvation” - espe- 
cially at high engine speeds or on hills. 

TOM: That might be why the dealer is 
urging you to replace it. But if you have 
some reason not to trust this dealership’s 
opinion, you can always have the engine 
tested. Another mechanic can perform a 
complete oil-pressure test for you. He can 
even jack up each end of the car to simulate 
going up and down hills. He’ll hook up a 
gauge to your car, run it at various RPMs, 
and see if the pressure meets specifications 
for all the engine speeds. If it does, you 
have nothing to worry about. 

RAY: Of course, if the test determines 
that the oil pressure is low, you’ll be out 
the cost of the oil-pressure test and a new 
oil pan. So speak to your dealer again and 
ask him, specifically, why he’s urging you 
to replace the pan. What, exactly, is he con- 
cerned might happen? That’ll give you some 
more information to go on, Amit.

Cajuns will eat damn near anything. If it runs, crawls, flies, hops, 
swims, or slithers, there’s probably a Cajun recipe for it. Cajuns 
are highly omnivorous - either that or they’re starving. As Charles 
Dickens once said, “Hunger is the finest sauce in the world,” and 
even though it’s safe to say Dickens never enjoyed a decent roux, he 
was mostly right. Then again, Dickens came from a world where the 
sauce choices are Worcestershire, an unpronounceable dark brew 
ostensibly comprised of salt, vinegar, mold, dead fish, rat droppings, 
and poor people’s sweat; and something called “brown sauce,” which 
contains similar ingredients plus the pureed remains of red-headed 
Irish orphans. It’s hardly a surprise then that Dickens would award the 
gold medal to hunger. Cajuns however, through a long, meandering 
route that involves a swamp, several murky rivers, and a transatlantic 
voyage, trace their origins to the French, for whom sauces are an inte- 
gral part of most meals. Like Cajuns, the French will eat damn near 
anything ... as long as it’s slathered in a delicious, mouthwatering 
sauce: Horses, frogs, snails, geese, bunnies - you name it, and keep 
in mind French cuisine is considered to be some of the finest in the 
world. So the Cajuns took that culinary tradition and ran with it ... at 
least until they reached a steamy swamp in the funky taint of America 
where they settled down for some real gastronomical depravity. In 
South Louisiana, if it can’t be deep fried, boiled, or blackened, it prob- 
ably belongs in outer space, at a circus, or on an endangered species 
list. Cajuns themselves qualify for all three as well. Nowhere else in 
the world will you find such a bizarre clusterfuck of cultures, a steamy 
dreamscape of sleeveless camo T-shirts, wrap-around Wal-Mart sun- 
glasses, spectacular mullets, and belligerently indecipherable patois 
that so brilliantly refutes the notion of intelligent design.
